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EDITORIAL NOTES 





Finally, brethren, pray for us, that the 
word of the Lord may have free. course, 
aid be glorified, even as it is with you: 
and that we may be delivered from unrea- 
sonable and wicked men: for all men have 
not faith—II Thessalonians 3:1, 2. 

We call attention to this prayer of Paul 
because of his reference to “unreasonable” 
men. There are two Greek words thus 

translated in the New Testa- 
Cut from ment. One is alogos (Acts 
the Leaf 25:27), which means “irra- 

tional”; and the other atopos, 
which is the word in this case, and which 
the margin renders “absurd.” In other 
words, unreasonable men are men who are 
unsuitable to the point of absurdity, or, as 
Ernest Gordon puts it, men in the wrong 
place, men who cannot do things them- 
selves and are always getting in the way of 
others who can do them. 

It is not insinuated that any of our read- 
ers are this kind of men, but they may 
come in contact with them once in a while, 
and hence may find comfort in the 
thought that the great apostle to the 
Gentiles had to suffer from them. 

And what a comfort it really is to know 
that we ourselves are not “unreasonable” 
in supplicating God to be delivered from 
such men! They hindered Paul in his 
ministry, and hence they hindered the 
progress of the Word of God itself. We 
would wish them no harm of course, but 
thank God, we may without sin ask to be 
delivered from them. He may suffer us 
to be tempted, tried, tested by them for 
a while, but blessed be His name, He will 
with the temptation also make the way 
of escape. He knoweth our frame and 
compassionates us in our difficulty, and 
will in mercy help us out to the glory of 
His own name.

We trust none of our readers will fail 
to get the inspiration of the fervent mes- 
sage on another page from the lips and pen 
of Rev. Wilbur M. Smith, D.D., 
of Coatesville, Pa. We speak of 
it not because of its allusions to 
the Moody Bible Institute, or any 
other Bible institute, but because 
of the way in which it deals with 
the Bible, the Word of God, and the tre- 
mendous appeal it makes to the pulpit and 
the Sunday School classroom in these 
days.

The churches in Australia have not 
escaped the controversy with Modernism 
that is agitating our own and other conti- 

nents, the source of which 
Modernism __in that country seems to be 
in the University of Sydney. 
Australia This institution is under 

Presbyterian control, but 
in its theological school, known as St. 
Andrew’s College, there are students from 
the Congregational and Baptist denomina- 
tions as well. These students have been 
sitting under the instruction of Professor 
Angus, whose interpretation of the Bible 
and Christian doctrine has been increas- 
ingly alarming to evangelicals. 

From Rev. David C. Hughes, a Metho- 
dist minister of Randwick, we learn that 
among other strange ideas of Professor 
Angus are these: 


Jesus did not believe until the end 


that His death was necessary. Jesus’ 


believed in forgiveness by moral condi- 
tions, not by object outside of self. The 
disciples were not above committing 
forgery to establish their views. Phil- 
ippians 2, from the religious point of 
view, was meaningless, for we could 
not conceive of such objective reality. 
Such a God as this was no God to us— 
the passage was mythology. Concern- 
ing the martyrdom doctrine of Jesus, 
Paul could not have had the ideas of 
Peter and John. They knew Him as a 
martyr. Paul knew Jesus as spirit and 
made a mythical Christ connect with a 
historical Jesus. Gethsemane showed 
a young man who did not want to die, 
but was ready to die, if necessary. 
Paul’s Christology was unhistorical and 
speculative. His mythology was based 
on a historical figure. 


Before this reaches the eyes of our 
readers a meeting of the Sydney Pres- 
bytery will have been held to discuss the 
question of demanding the professor’s resig- 
nation, but we should not be surprised if 
the motion did not carry. Here, for ex- 
ample, is a former Moderator of the Pres- 
byterian Assembly saying that Professor 
Angus “is doing a magnificent work among 
the students at the University.” Here 
is another Presbyterian minister who gives 
his opinion that the professor is “the 
greatest New Testament teacher Australia 
has ever had,” and so it goes. The near- 
ly twenty years of the professor’s teaching 
in which he has turned out many classes 
of young preachers, has done its work, and 
this is the result of it. A correspondent 


writes us that the theological schools in 
all the colonies, Melbourne, Adelaide and 
Brisbane as well as Sydney, are more or 
less contaminated, but nothing is being 
done. And nothing will be done, we fear, 
till our Lord comes. As an estimate of 
such teaching and such a teacher from the 
biblical point of view, we again turn our 
readers’ attention to the address of Dr. 
Wilbur M. Smith at Founder’s Week Con- 
ference on another page.

John L. Elliott, head worker of Hud- 
son Guild, New York City, has lived for 
nearly forty years among the docks, ware- 
houses and railroads of that 
metropolis, a dreary district as 
he describes it, and as we per- 
sonally know it to be. But 
through a release of the Federal Council, 
he assures us that it has been lightened 
for him and others by some things that 
are now being done there. He means 
what he sees of its family life. Members 
of families are emptying their last sav- 
ings, and taking their relatives and friends 
into their already crowded rooms. They 
are keeping up the morale of those who 
are almost distracted by the difficulties and 
uncertainties they are called upon daily to 
face. How our heart goes out to them! 
Money gifts and social workers both have 
their place of course, but as Mr. Elliott 
says, “We must stand back in humility and 
wonder at the strength and power of the 
family life itself.” 

We were interested to read this re- 
lease because of the way in which it be- 
gan, and we believe our readers will be 
heartened by our quoting a few sentences 
from it here and there: 


In recent decades there has been 
much criticism of the family. Ber- 
nard Shaw has spoken of it as a “tot- 
tering old institution.” Yet some of us 
social workers are having an experi- 
ence which makes us believe very much 
in its permanent values. I honor high- 
ly those who are raising and contribut- 
ing the vast sums expended for relief, 
and I do not belittle the work of those 
in charge of the distribution of these 
funds. I know social workers who are 
at their jobs from early until late. But 
all of us must take second place in 
comparison with the staunchness, sacri- 
fice, and efficiency of the families them- 
selves. Family life is our first-line de- 
fense in this emergency, the shock 
troops are the fathers and mothers and 
the working children. 

We have read nothing in a long while 
on social welfare that has affected us like 
the above. And we trust that in all our 
praying we shall remember such families, 
and in all our giving they shall not be 
forgotten. Look up in your concordance 
and see how much God says about families 
and family life.

Sacrifices 
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The proximity of Mother’s Day affords 
an opportunity to inform our readers that 
the Art Institute of Chicago announces 
that James <A. McNeill 
Whistler’s famous portrait 
of his mother, one of the 
treasured possessions of the 
museum of the Louvre, Paris, will be 
shown in the Art Institute during the 
Century of Progress Exposition. As not a 
few of our readers know, this is the most 
famous painting by an American in the 
world. Whistler first exhibited it in the 
Royal Academy in London, and called it 
“An Arrangement in Gray and Black.” 
He explained his reasons for such a title 
by saying, “Now that is what it is. To 
me it is interesting as a picture of my 
mother; but what can or ought the public 
to care about the identity of the portrait?” 
It will, however, remain for long the most 
beautiful and satisfying symbol of mother- 
hood the world could desire. 


We wonder how many know that Whis- 
tler was born at Lowell, Mass., although he 
died in England in 1903? Major Whistler, 
his father, came to Chicago in its forma- 
tive period, when it was an Indian trading 
post, and took so important a part in its 
early history that it was once proposed to 
call the little village “Whistlerville.” He 
helped build old Fort Dearborn in Chicago. 


It was in 1855 that James went to Paris 
to study art and for two years remained in 
Gieyre’s studio, but that, with the excep- 
tion of such instruction as he received in 
West Point, where for a time he was a 
cadet, was all the art education he re- 
ceived. Marvelous that he should have 
become one of the most discussed painters 
of his time, notwithstanding the wrath that 
came down upon his head from John 
Ruskin!

It had value for 
that reason it seemed to us, and we felt 
that it would find a response in the hearts 
and minds of some of our subscribers if 
not in our own, and hence that they were 
entitled to read it. 

For ourselves, we can only say that we 
deprecate intoxicating drink and _ the 
revenue that comes from it. It may look 
like revenue, but in the end it will prove 
a tragic tax. As Senator Sheppard told 
the Senate last March, for every dollar 
spent for beer a dollar less will be spent 
for food and clothing, and for every em- 
ployee given work by beer, another em- 
ployee will be discharged from some other 
industry. He quoted “Billy” Sunday’s 
words, “A powder mill in hell would be 
as easy to control as the liquor traffic.” 
We think we understand Mr. Sunday’s 
prophecy, and a forerunner of its fulfill- 
ment is already seen in the fear of the 
return of the saloon. Notwithstanding all 
the pre-election talk about preventing its 
return, nothing has been done about it, we 
believe, nor does any one seem to know 
just what will or can be done.

No “constant reader” of this periodical 
can ever doubt our love for Israel, the 
chosen people of God. Our divine Saviour 

consented to be born of a 
Jews Jewish virgin, and the writ- 
in ten Word of God has come 
Germany down to us through the instru- 

mentality of Jews inspired of 
God. Moreover, we believe from Holy 
Scripture that the nations of the world 
will never be at rest till Israel, penitent 
and purified, is at rest again in her own 
land. Further than that, we believe the na- 
tions of the world are due for heavy penal- 
ties from Jehovah, the God of Israel, for 
the way in which they have afflicted her. 

But after saying all this, and without 
any qualification, we feel led to ask that 
Christian people suspend their judgment 
about Germany’s present dealings with the 
Jews until both sides have an opportunity 
to be heard. We learn from private 


sources, more than one, and worthy of re- 
spect at least, that the Jews in Germany 
are not being persecuted as a race, but 
that Communism organized by Russian 
Jews is being punished by Hitler. Former 
government positions, it is said, were held 
by Jews, and in every form of business 
they were given preference over Germans. 
Jewish artists, for example, always re- 
ceived the prizes in the art exhibits. 

We quote a letter dated at Berlin, March 
22, in which the writer says: 

Knowing how _ misinformed our 
American friends and Christians are by 
the latest revolution in Germany, I 
think it my duty as a witness to give 
a true report, which you would oblige 
the German Christian world by pub- 
lishing. All reports of bloody attacks, 
circulated in foreign papers, were in- 
spired by a social-democratic or com- 
munistic press in order to depreciate 
Hitler. Ninety per cent of all attacks 
were not made by the Nazis but by 
communistic elements which shot down 
Nazis wherever they could be found. 
Taking this into consideration, the 
world cannot expect Hitler to present 
those banner-bearers of Communism 
with a bouquet for their activity. 
Lack of space prevents quoting from the 

letter further, but it may be sufficient at 
this time to say that there are Jews and 
Jews just as there are Gentiles and Gen- 
tiles. Communism also is increasing with 
fearful rapidity and using the printed page 
both in the press and otherwise, in a sa- 
tanic propagandism, tremendously confus- 
ing to the public mind. There are times 
when all of us are in a quandary whom or 
what to believe, and only the grace of 
God in the heart can keep friends from 
becoming enemies. We pray for that grace 
in the editorial office of the MonTHLY, and 
we know that there are hundreds of our 
readers uniting with us in prayer con- 
tinually.

Lesson 
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May Christians Use the Lord’s Prayer?

AY I answer the question on the 

page of Practical and Perplexing 

Questions, entitled “Is it proper 

for Christians to use the Lord’s 
Prayer?” 

I offer this discussion not in the spirit of 
controversy, but as a conviction that the 
common practice of repeating the Lord’s 
Prayer is no more a part of Christian 
Church worship than other Jewish forms of 
worship would be. I believe that it was 
given to Jews, for Jews, and not intended 
to be used by the Church. 


“Billy” Sunday Quoted 


There are a few features of this prayer 
which we hold in common with the Jews, 
but be it noted that it is given in the 
Synoptics and not in John, and in the ear- 
ly part of the Synoptics. I am sure that 
from the twelfth chapter of Genesis to the 
twelfth chapter of Matthew, the chosen 
people, whom we call Jews, are dealt with 
directly. The Church does not appear any- 
where between these two chapters. Billy 
Sunday remarked once that if everyone 
would practice the Ten Commandments, 
the Sermon on the Mount, and the Golden 
Rule, this world would be a different 
place to live in than it is. I grant that, 
but with this addition: everyone could live 
by all three of these documents and still 
be unsaved. None of them have any direct 
bearing on the Christian and the Church. 
They are all Jewish and have to do with 
past Jewish history and future kingdom 
conditions. 

We may pray “Our Father” after we 
have received Christ and become children 
of God according to John 1:12. No one 
has any right to call God Father until he 
has become a child of God by the new 
birth. We certainly hallow His name and 
reverence it if we are His children. The 
Jew was taught to pray for the coming of 
the kingdom, and we are anxious for the 
establishment of the kingdom of God on the 
earth when God’s will shall be done on 
earth as it is now in heaven. But we are 
not interested in the kingdom in the same 
manner as the Jews are. We will be 
caught up to meet Christ in the air, be 
transformed and made like Him before He 
comes to set up His kingdom. We know 
that we will reign and rule with Him dur- 
ing the Kingdom Age. But we are more 
concerned with His coming for His own 
and being caught up to meet Him, than 
for the establishment of an earthly king- 
dom as the Jews expected. 


Praying for Daily Bread 


To ask for daily bread may be to wait 
day by day, and one day at a time for 
God’s providence, but I am sure that to 
trust in His promise that “my God shall 
supply all your need according to his riches 
in glory by Christ Jesus,” will not make 
prayer for physical necessities a particular 
feature of the Christian’s prayer. Rather 
may we ask as the disciples did, “Lord, in- 
crease our faith.” To pray for daily bread 
is not objectionable to me, but the remain- 
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der of the prayer is certainly not for the 
Christian. 

Before taking up these features, may I 
pause to observe that in the Lord’s Pray- 
er there is absolutely no thanksgiving. It 
is well-pleasing to God that we give thanks 
in all things, and Paul sets us the example 
by opening many of his letters with expres- 
sions of thanksgiving on behalf of those to 
whom he is writing. He further admon- 
ishes us in Philippians, “But in everything 
by prayer and supplication with thanksgiv- 
ing let your requests be made known unto 
God.” Again in Colossians we read, “As 
ye have therefore received Christ Jesus the 
Lord, so walk ye in him: rooted and built 
up in him, and stablished in the faith, as 
ye have been taught, abounding therein 
with thanksgiving.” Thanksgiving must 
have a prominent place in the prayer of 
every Christian. 


The Wrong Basis for Forgiveness 

Now returning to the prayer as given in 
Matthew 6:9-13, we have the request, “And 
forgive us our debts, as we forgive our 
debtors.” This is the wrong basis for for- 
giveness. Jewish law was an eye for an 
eye, and a tooth for a tooth, a good deed 
for a good deed. The Jew would under- 
stand and forgive us as we forgive others. 
Some will doubtless say that other pas- 
sages teach that we cannot expect forgive- 
ness unless we are willing to forgive. That 
is very true, and it is also true that we 
cannot have forgiveness because we for- 
give others. Christ shed His precious 
blood on Calvary for the remission of our 
sin, and we can obtain forgiveness on no 
other ground. The prayer does not say, 
“Forgive us our debts because Christ is to 
die on the cross to pay the penalty for our 
sins,’ and so the Christian cannot pray 
for forgiveness on that ground mentioned 
in the prayer. Christ taught them to pray 
according to their knowledge and need at 
the time, not on the basis of grace as we 
know it today. The Christian’s prayer 
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As in Spring :

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better be in the light of Ephesians 4:32, 
“And be ye kind one to another, tender- 
hearted, forgiving one another even as God 
for Christ’s sake hath forgiven you.” 


Why Was the Prayer Given? 

Why did Christ give this prayer if He 
did not intend us to use it? The disciples 
asked Him to teach them to pray. He 
taught them what they needed to know 
and promised them that after the Holy 
Spirit was come, He would lead them 
into all truth. Since Pentecost we have 
plenty of instruction regarding the Chris- 
tian manner of praying. We also have the 
Spirit to help our infirmities and utter our 
petitions and make intercession for us ac- 
cording to Romans 8:26. 

To my mind, we dare not pray, “Lead 
us not into temptation, but deliver us from 
evil.” That was all right for the Jew be- 
fore any of us” had the indwelling pres- 
ence of the Holy Spirit. Now, our prayer 
must not be to be allowed to shun combat 
with Satan and the powers of evil, but to 
receive strength and ability to overcome in 
Jesus’ name. There is nothing in the 
Lord’s Prayer to indicate the necessity of 
the whole armor of God, the sword of the 
Spirit, and the ability to stand. It is the 
Jewish plea for deliverance, and to be 
led around temptation and evil. We are 
not to sidestep conflict. We are to fight 
a good fight and overcome in His name. 
We are admonished not to be overcome 
with evil, but to overcome it with good. 
We are to be strong in the Lord and over- 
come in His might. We are to attack 
evil at every turn and ask no quarter, 
nor give quarter. We are not to be paci- 
fists where evil is concerned, nor consci- 
entious objectors. How different is James’ 
statement (1:2, 3): “My brethren, count 
it all joy when ye fall into divers tempta- 
tions; knowing this that the trying of your 
faith worketh patience.” I could not ask 
to be shunted around the temptations and 
evils that are in the world, but I can 
pray for strength and courage, and the 
power of the Spirit of God to enable me 
to overcome in Christ’s name. 


Nothing in Jesus’ Name 

The Lord’s Prayer asks nothing in 
Jesus’ name. In John 16:24, 26, Jesus 
said, “Heretofore ye have asked nothing in 
my name: ask, and ye shall receive, that 
your joy may be full... . At that day ye 
shall ask in my name.” At the time He 
spoke the words of Matthew 6, they could 
ask nothing in His name because He was 
not yet crucified for their sin, He was not 
yet risen for their justification, He was not 
yet set down at the right hand of God to 
intercede for them. Now He is at the 
right hand of God, and we are told to come 
boldly to the throne of grace and ask in 
His name because He is there to make in- 
tercession for us and to work in our behalf. 


Christ’s Intercessory Prayer 


Jesus did not follow the plan He had 
laid down when He prayed as recorded 
in John 17. That is truly the Lord’s Pray- 
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er. There is nothing about the kingdom 
there, but rather the conflict that the chil- 
dren of God would have with the children 
of the world. He has in view there the 
apostasy that would come in our day; the 
divisions that would come in His body, 
the Church, and He pleads that the dis- 
ciples may have a consciousness of union 
with Him and the fellowship of the Father, 
as John mentions in his first general letter. 
He does ask that the evil one be not al- 
lowed to overcome them and us, but not 
that we hide or dodge when evil is appar- 
ent. 

I believe that the Christian’s rule of con- 
duct really begins with the book of John 
where Christ is shown as the Son of God, 
the testimony on which He said He would 
build His Church, and that the Constitu- 
tion of the Church is written not in the 
Sermon on the Mount, which is the consti- 
tution of the kingdom, but in the epistles, 
where Paul and others discuss all phases of 
Church activity and show us how the 
Church Age differs from other ages. 


EDITORIAL COMMENT ON THE 
FOREGOING 


We wrote the author that his view of 
the Losd’s Prayer was so different from 
ours that we could not publish his article 
unless we accompanied it with an editorial 
to guard our readers. And it is to his 
credit that he offered no objection to that, 
but rather favored it if it would bring him 
more light, which we trust it may do. 

It is quite true, as he says, that Holy 
Scripture from the twelfth of Genesis to 
and including the same chapter in Mat- 


thew, is addressed primarily to Israel, and 
that it has a special or peculiar applica- 
tion to that people, but would he deny any 
purpose or application in it to other peo- 


ple? The “Shorter Bible” of the liberals 
in our day, or the wickedness of 
Jehoakim with his penknife in Jeremiah’s 
day, never went so far as that. If he 
would omit the Lord’s Prayer from Chris- 
tian worship, would our brother for the 
same reason omit the Psalms? Indeed, 
is there not stronger reason for doing so? 
And if the reading of the Psalms be 
omitted would he or any other preacher 
be at liberty to use single texts therefrom 
for homiletic purposes? 


Why Interested in the Kingdom? 

It is true again, as he says, that we 
are not interested in the kingdom in the 
same sense that the Jews were, but are we 
not at all interested in it? His glad ad- 
mission that we (that is, the Church) will 
reign and rule with Christ during the 
Kingdom Age is argument enough it seems 
to us, why we should pray, “Thy kingdom 
come.” But as that is a kind of selfish 
reason, what about the higher one of the 
glory of the King Himself in that day when 
His kingdom comes? 

There is no “thanksgiving” in the 
Lord’s Prayer, our brother tells us, but 
if that makes it improper for us to use, 
why is it not equally improper for the 
Jews? In other words, shall the time ever 
come when it will not be necessary, or 
desirable, for Jews as well as Gentiles to 
give thanks unto God? 

“Forgive us our debts as we forgive our 
debtors” is a wrong basis for forgiveness,

he says, which raises the question as to 
why our Lord used such words? It may 
be true that Christ taught His disciples 
“according to their need and knowledge at 
that time,” but did He ever teach them 
error? Moreover, may we not ask the 
same question about forgiveness as about 
thanksgiving? That is to say, will there 
ever come a time even in the Kingdom Age 
when a Jew any more than a Gentile will 
be forgiven on other ground than Christ’s 
sacrifice on Calvary? And was not Christ 
aware of that when He included that peti- 
tion in the Lord’s Prayer? If so, must 
there not be some other way to interpret 
it than on the basis of “an eye for an eye, 
or a tooth for a tooth”? 


Why the Prayer for Forgiveness? 

The truth is that the petition for for- 
giveness is not that of an unpardoned sin- 
ner. It was not placed upon such lips, 
but was given to disciples. It does not im- 
ply merit on our part but, as Pember 
says, is added as a warning that as God’s 
children we cannot expect to be forgiven 
while we are unwilling to forgive others. 
Whenever we use that petition we are 
constrained to cast away every feeling of 
anger or revenge, and to abide in love with 
all men. In all the centuries how often 
must the petition have resulted in that 
way! 

“We dare not pray, ‘Lead us not into 
temptation,’” says our brother, but strange 
as it may seem, the present writer would 
not dare omit it. He is too mindful of the 
perils in the world in which he lives, of the 
appetites and desires of the flesh, and of 
his proneness to pride and presumption. 
These things are just “so much inflam- 
mable matter, ready to burst into a blaze 
the moment they are touched by a fiery 
dart of the evil one.” Of course, the 
present writer keeps in mind Ephesians 
6:13, to take unto himself “the whole 
armor of God,” but the two things are 
not incompatible. Indeed, is not the pray- 
er itself part of the armor? 


How to Divide the Truth 

Now, of course, we agree with the writ- 
er of the article, that to rightly divide the 
Word of truth means that truth intended 
for the nation of Israel should not be 
confused with truth intended for the 
Church, or the Body of Christ. It means 
other things too, but it means that. And 
as a reader of the MontHLy, he knows 
that we have always maintained that prin- 
ciple, but in doing so we have also tried 
to keep what we consider a proper balance. 
To illustrate, we would not say as he does, 
that “one could live by the Ten Command- 
ments, the Sermon on the Mount and the 
Golden Rule and still be unsaved.” Jesus 
Christ so lived, and if any other man 
were as perfect as He, would that man need 
to be saved? What we would say is this, 
that no man because of sin, is able so to 
live, and hence all men need to be saved. 
That is rightly to divide the Word of 
truth as it seems to us. 

And when he says the Lord’s Prayer 
asks nothing in Jesus’ name, just what does 
our brother mean? We have prayed that 
prayer from our mother’s knee, but we 
never supposed it was not in Jesus’ name! 
Where was its efficacy otherwise? Even 
if at the time it was given to the disciples 


they did not so understand it, yet before 
He went to the Cross our Lord instructed 
them otherwise (John 16:24). A disciple 
does not need to repeat the phrase “in 
Jesus’ name,” every time he prays in or- 
der to have it so. Apostolic example does 


not so teach. 
Early Church Use 


But why go further? As Dr. Stroh 
showed in his answer to the question which 
elicited Mr. McCauley’s reply, the Lord’s 
Prayer was in common use in the Church 
as early as the first century, which in 
itself we think, is sufficient to nullify ail 
that Mr. McCauley says. 

But Mr. McCauley is not breaking new 
ground in what he says, but simply repeat- 
ing that which some others have said who 
are still better known. One of these goes 
so far as to declare that “a Christian 
taught of the Lord and walking according 
to Holy Scripture will not offer this pray- 
er; nor will any Christian so taught and 
so walking join in any public congrega- 
tional use of that prayer.” Imagine! 

As we were thinking out this editorial, 
our eye happened to fall on the “How to 
Keep Well” column of a morning news- 
paper, where we found the following 
which we transcribe just as it appeared: 


Satt WATER 


W. M. writes: Is it. harmful to use 
too much salt water with meals? 


REPLY 

Salt is a necessity of life. Salt 

hunger is terrible. At the same time 

most people eat too much of it. Most 

good things become harmful when over- 
done. 

That is how we feel about dispensation- 
alism as suggested by Mr. McCauley’s arti- 
cle. It is a good thing, but harmful when 
overdone.

evening from a meeting in the 

North Side Tabernacle, in this 
city, discussing what could be done to 
arouse the people of Chicago, and those of 
the whole land, to greater efforts in defi- 
nite work for the Lord. One of the men, 
already manifesting capacity for the mighty 
things God was to do through him during 
the next twenty years, was D. L. Moody; 
the other, Major D. W. Whittle. They 
had come that night to the corner where 
their ways parted, and had stopped under 
a lamp-post, when Mr. Moody opened his 
Bible to II Timothy 4, and read these 
words: “Preach the word; be instant in 
season, out of season; reprove, rebuke, 
exhort with all longsuffering and doc- 
trine.” “This,” said he, “is our commis- 
sion, Whittle.” The Moody Bible Insti- 
tute was not then in existence, nor any 
other Bible institute in our land, but to 
that man so burdened that night with the 
apathy and dullness and unfruitfulness of 
the Church, God was soon to give a vision 
of an institution that, during the following 
half century, was to send out thousands 
of men and women to fulfill the commis- 
sion which Mr. Moody read that night to 
his friend—“Preach the word!” 


I 


The Background of Paul’s Commission 
to Preach the Word 


Whether or not Mr. Moody was think- 
ing of the context in which those words 
are found we do not know; but their tre- 
mendous significance can only be under- 
stool as we remember the situation in 
which Paul penned his two epistles to 
Timothy, and as we comprehend this mes- 
sage as a whole. I should like to call 
your attention to these teachings as they 
throw light upon the days in which we 
are living, and present the task of Chris- 
tian men and women in such days as are 
now upon us. I believe we will discover 
that what Paul urges upon Timothy, and 
upon the Church, in these his last writ- 
ings, is exactly what the Moody Bible 
Institute has been attempting to do since 
its founding. 


BOUT the year 1872, or 1873, two 
men were walking home late one 


Paul’s Special Phrase 


First, we should recall that Paul in 
these letters was deeply and primarily con- 
cerned with the conditions which he knew 
by divine revelation were to prevail in the 
latter days. Indeed, it is only in these two 
letters that the apostle ever uses the phrase 
“the latter times,” or “the last days.” 
“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that 
in the latter times some shall depart from 
the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits, 
and doctrines of demons” (I Tim. 4:1). 
“This know also, that in the last days 
perilous times shall come” (II Tim. 3:1). 
And if you will look again at the verse 
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Mr. Moody read to Major Whittle, you 
will notice that while Paul does not use 
“the last days,” he is certainly referring 
to them. Here is the translation of Bishop 
Moule: “I solemnly charge thee, before 
God, and Christ Jesus, who is hereafter to 
judge the quick and dead, and I call to wit- 
ness his appearing and his kingdom—pro- 
claim the Word, devote thyself to this in 
and out of season.” And immediately 
after the words that Mr. Moody read are 
these, “For the time will come when they 
will not endure sound doctrine.” Clearly, 
then, the apostle, whose own time of de- 
parture was at hand, wrote these two let- 
ters in the light of the knowledge which 
the Spirit of God had revealed to him 
concerning the last days of this age. 


Where Emphasis Is Placed 


With this in mind, it is important that 
we should notice upon what subjects he 
places the greatest emphasis in these let- 
ters. Fourteen times he speaks of “the 
faith” (i. e., “the substance of Christian 
faith, what is believed by Christians,” 
Thayer); twelve times of “the truth’— 
more often than in any other ten succes- 
sive chapters that he ever wrote; twelve 
times of “the doctrine,” or “the teaching” 
(didaskalia)—more often than in all his 
other epistles together; five times of the 
work of “teaching,” and twice of himself 
as a “teacher.” Eight times he uses the 
phrase “the word,” and once he writes of 
“the scriptures’—the only place in all of 
the New Testament where such a word is 
found. Thus over fifty times, in less than 
two hundred verses, is the emphasis con- 
cerning the latter days placed upon the 
truth, upon doctrine, upon the Word of 
God. 

Indeed, and this only emphasizes the 
point, it is in II Timothy, from which 
Mr. Moody read the commission to “preach 
the word,” that the greatest single state- 
ment concerning the Word of God ever 


given by the Spirit of God, is to be found. 
“From a child thou hast known the holy 
scriptures, which are able to make thee 
wise unto salvation through faith which 
is in Christ Jesus. All scripture is given 
by inspiration of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness: that the man 
of God may be perfect, thoroughly fur- 
nished unto all good works.” 


Why So? 

Before we further look into the deeper 
message of these two epistles, a question 
should be asked, Why does the apostle 
place so much emphasis upon the teaching 
material? Look closely at the three verses 
we have just quoted. These writings are 
holy—the only truly “holy” writings on 
earth, “Holy men of old spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost,” concern- 
ing holy matters. Men may say all they 
wish about this religion and that, but put 
this down deep in your hearts—there will 
never be in the lives of men anything that 
can be called true holiness, unless it comes 
from the teachings of these Holy Scrip- 
tures. 

Furthermore, we read that these Scrip- 
tures are “able to make thee wise unto 
salvation’—and let us be sure of this, 
there is no such a thing as being truly 
saved from sin and death unto eternal life 
except through the truth of God’s Son and 
Saviour as revealed in this Book. 

But there is more here. These Scrip- 
tures are “inspired of God.” Do you know 
what that stupendous phrase means? It 
means that here is the one infallible reve- 
lation concerning the greatest mysteries of 
life—creation, sin, salvation, God, the fu- 
ture, about which man can never know 
anything with finality except as revealed 
to us by the eternal God. That is what 
makes this Book profitable for “doctrine,” 
i. e., for “teaching,” for the Spirit of God 
Himself is our teacher here. 

And then it says these Scriptures are 
profitable for “reproof,” which means for 
convincing men of sin. Do you know any 
power in the world that is convicting men 
of sin aside from the Word of God? Our 
newspapers are not doing it; our con- 
temporary literature is not doing it; our 
movies are certainly not doing it. These 
are some of the reasons why Paul puts 
such tremendous emphasis upon the Word 
of God. Without it there is no salvation, 
no holiness, no conviction of sin, no abid- 
ing and eternal truth. 


II 


In the Latter Days This Word Will 
Be Opposed 

Yet, though the Scriptures are of such 

pre-eminent importance, the instrument of 

God for accomplishing His purposes among 

men, Paul wants the Church to under- 

stand that in the latter days that Word

would be assailed and hated as at no other 
time in history. I almost shudder to 
realize the awful, the deep, the willful, the 
persistent, the satanically-inspired hatred 
of this Word revealed in these ten chap- 
ters. First, Paul speaks of those who will 
turn away from the truth, as though there 
will be many in the Church who once 
knowing and walking in the light of it, 
will, in the latter days, tragically turn 
away from it. He almost exhausts the 
Greek vocabulary in speaking of this 
apostasy—using five different words to de- 
scribe this “going away.” 


The Concern of the Moody Institute 


Let me refer to two. In I Timothy 
6:10, “They have erred from the faith,” 
Paul uses a word (apoplanao) which is 
found in only one other place in the New 
Testament, one spoken by our Lord Him- 
self. “For false Christs and false prophets 
shall rise, and shall show signs and won- 
ders, to seduce, if it were possible, even 
the elect” (Mark 13:22). Let me say 
here before we pass on to the other verse, 
that I suppose no institution in America 
has watched with such care and concern 
the orthodoxy of its speakers that have 
instructed its students and appeared at its 
conferences as has the Moody Bible In- 
stitute. And it is enough to break your 
heart to turn the pages of ‘the old Inst1- 
TUTE Tie, forerunner of the Moopy 
MonrTuaiy, for the first ten years of this 
century, and read the addresses and look 
upon the portraits of men who have spoken 
here, who then were walking in the truth, 
but who now could never be invited back, 
because they have turned away from the 
faith. 

The other phrase to which I would call 
your attention is in I Timothy 4:1: “Now 
the Spirit speaketh expressly, that in the 
latter times some shall depart from the 
faith.” Paul here uses (also in 6:5, and 
II Tim. 2:19) a word (aphistemi) which 
our Lord again uses when, speaking of 
the seed that fell on the rock, He says 
that these “receive the word with joy; 
and have no root, which for a while be- 
lieve, and in time of temptation fall away” 
(Luke 8:13). 
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Describing Apostates 


But more than a falling away from the 
truth is predicted here. There is actual 
opposition to the truth. There will arise 
men who, “as Jannes and Jambres with- 
stood Moses, so do these also resist the 
truth” (II Tim. 3:8). Paul had met this 
kind of men himself. When he and Bar- 
nabas were on the island of Paphos, the 
deputy of the country called for the two 
apostles “and desired to hear the word 
of God. But Elymas the sorcerer with- 
stood them, seeking to turn away the dep- 
uty from the faith” (Acts 13:7, 8). Com- 
pare also Paul’s experience with Alexan- 
der the coppersmith (II Tim. 4:15). 

The apostle uses a number of different 
phrases, all of them significant, concern- 
ing the character of these enemies of the 
truth, such as “men of corrupt minds,” 
“destitute of the truth” (I Tim. 6:5), 
“reprobate concerning the faith’ (II Tim. 
3:8), but let me call your particular at- 
tention to one really terrible phrase, 
“speaking lies in hypocrisy” (I Tim. 4:2). 
This is the only place in the New Testa- 
ment where the word translated “speaking 
lies” is found. It is psuedologos—psuedo 
meaning false, and Jogos, word. All 
through these chapters the apostle is speak- 
ing of the word, the Jogos, the faithful 
logos (1 Tim. 1:15; 4:9; II Tim. 2:11); 
the true Jogos (I Tim. 3:1); and the 
logos of truth (II Tim. 2:15). But he 
warns us that in the latter days there will 
be men speaking a false word, lies about 
the things concerning which God in His 
Word has truly spoken, and, worse, they 
will speak these lies in hypocrisy. 


Where 


Now we come to the most awful fact 
of all regarding this apostasy from and 
antagonism to the Word. The verse has 
been read twice, but may I read it again 
—“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some shall depart 
from the faith, giving heed to seducing 
spirits, and doctrines of devils” (I Tim. 
4:1). It is a terrible thing to say, and 
you and I would never dare to make such 
a statement, or even to believe it, did not 
the Word of God so plainly declare it,

that doctrines which are contrary to the 
truth of the Scriptures have their origin 
in the hideous promptings of demons, 
spirits whose business it is to seduce men 
and women in the latter days, and lead 
them into the awful darkness of error and 
hypocrisy where they themselves have 
their habitation. This is exactly that of 
which the apostle Paul had written some 
years ago, when he told believers that 
their conflict would be with the wiles of 
the Devil (Eph. 6:12, 13). Chrysostom 
has an excellent comment here when he 
declares the apostle “saith not, against the 
fighting, nor against the hostilities, but 
against the wiles. This enemy is at war 
with us, not openly, but by wiles. He tries 
to deceive us and to take us by artifice.” 
It is not only that in these days men have 
turned from the truth, but that in so do- 
ing, as Paul says, they have “turned aside 
after Satan” (I Tim. 5:15). 

That these words of Paul do most re- 
markably describe the conditions of the 
days in which we are now living needs 
no proof. Volumes could be written pre- 
senting evidence so abundantly available, 
that some of us almost despair of the time 
in which we are living. And that brings 
us to our next point. 


III 


Our Need in Time of Apostasy 


The question is this, As Christians, as 
believers in the Word, what are we to do 
in a time like this? One thing is certain 
—the apostle Paul never thought that we 
should do nothing, be discouraged and 
quit. Never! Of all the writings that 
ever came from this warrior of the faith, 
these two letters from a dungeon in Rome, 
written in those frightful days of Nero, 
when Paul was worn and exhausted with 
his labors and sufferings for the Lord 
Jesus, and about to be executed himself, 
these are the most militant letters he ever 
wrote. Here, and here only, does he give 
the charge “that thou..... mightest war 
a good warfare’ (I Tim. 1:18); here, and 
only here, does he urge Christians to 
“fight the good fight of faith” (I Tim. 
6:12). In his last word does he encourage 
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us to “endure hardness as a good soldier of 
Jesus Christ” (II Tim. 2:3). 


D. L. Moody’s Challenge 


Paul’s words are repeated for us in a 
challenge once spoken by Mr. Moody— 
“We have been on the defensive long 
enough; the time has come for us to enter 
on a war of aggression. Every man and 
woman who loves the Lord Jesus Christ 
must wake up to the fact that he or she 
has a mission in the world in this work 
of reaching the lost.” 

And so, we go back to our question— 
In this great conflict of the latter days, 
what are we to do? Standing under the 
lamp-post, sixty years ago, in this very 
city, the founder of this institution, of 
which we are proud to be alumni, knew 
what we should do—and he found it in 
these epistles we have been studying. The 
letters of Paul that describe for us the 
attack upon the Word in the latter days, 
are the writings that at the same time 
give us what Mr. Moody called “our com- 
mission.” It has never changed—Preach 


the Word. 


At Home in the Word 


Now may I dare say something here 
on this platform this morning without be- 
ing misunderstood? We may say one to 
another, or to ourselves, “Preach the 
Word.” ‘We may say, “Here is the Word 
—go and preach it,” but you and I know 
it is not as easy as that. And Paul well 
knew that some things had to exist in a 
man’s heart before he could carry out this 
great commission to preach the Word. 

What did he tell Timothy to do? “Till 
I come give attendance to reading, to ex- 
hortation, to doctrine... . Meditate upon 
these things; give thyself wholly to them; 
... take heed unto thyself, and unto the 
doctrine; continue in them.” He was to 
be completely absorbed with the Word be- 
fore he undertook to preach it. “Continue” 
means to take up one’s abode in a place, 
to be at home there. So it is with us who 
labor in the Word. It is our business to 
take up our abode in the Word. T am 
a lover of books, and many of us here 
this morning have a strong desire to move 
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with ease in the fascinating fields of human 
thought, but we have learned, and if not, 
then we face bitterest disappointment, that 
we cannot live in the areas of human 
thought and in the area of divine revela- 
tion at the same time. We should find 
time to visit other literatures, the great 
works of science and philosophy, history 
and biography—Paul himself asked Timo- 
thy in this letter to bring his books with 
him—but our residence, our abode, is to 
be in the Word of God. Brethren, let us 
confess this to our Lord—He has given 
us the glorious commission of preaching 
His Word—in these latter days let us ask 
Him to keep us from a betrayal of this 
trust—by living anywhere else than in the 
Holy Scriptures. 


The Major Ideas of Revelation 


In the first chapter of the Second Epis- 
tle to Timothy (v. 13) is the phrase, 
“Hold fast the form of sound words,” or 
“the outline of sound words.” An out- 
line is the enumeration of the main points 
of a writing or a spoken message. Mr. 
Moody said our commission was to preach 
the Word, and Paul says that to do so 
properly we should be holding in our minds 
and hearts the outline, the major ideas of 
divine revelation. The men who have been 
connected with this institution which D. L. 
Moody founded, have, during the last forty 
years, done more to give to the body of 
Christ, at least to the believers that live 
on the North American continent, a truer, 
clearer conception of the outline of divine 
truth than any other group of men gath- 
ered together in the English world. We 
may differ on some of the things revealed 
in this Book, and we may be more or less 
valiant for the distinctive teachings of our 
respective denominations, but there is not 
one major segment of truth taught us in 
this place which does not fully accord with 
the Word of God, and which we could 
not preach in any pulpit in the world! 
We thank God for men who gave us an 
outline of the truth to which we could 
hold fast! 

In II Timothy 2:15, which has been the 
motto of so many graduating classes of 
this school, we are admonished to “rightly 
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divide the word of truth.” “Rightly di- 
vide” here means “to cut straight, to hold 
a straight course.” Paul did not simply 
say we were to divide the Word. There 
are many who can divide it so minutely 
and so strangely that the result looks like 
a jig-saw puzzle, but what we need to 
know is how to rightly divide the Word, 
to “hold a straight course,” to keep out 
of the ditches and off the side-roads that 
lead only to a barren wilderness. 


Bible Heroes of the Past 


And here again, my dear friends, how 
we ought to thank God for raising up in 
these latter days students of the Word 
who know how to detect the false and to 
exalt the true—such as Harry Moore- 
house, William J. Erdman, Arthur T. 
Pierson, James Brookes, William G. 
Moorehead, C. I. Scofield, R. A. Torrey, 
and the President of this Institute today, 
and others as well. I wonder if we real- 
ize what a bulwark against the heresies 
and false teachings of our time this school 
has been! When so many are being led 
away into Bullingerism, the tongues 
movement, false ideas of sinless perfec- 
tion, the tragic practice of setting a date 
for our Lord’s return, this thing called 
Buchmanism, Pentecostalism, and so many 
other perverted, dangerous and schismatic 
teachings, we should praise God that never 
once in all its history, as far as you and 
I ever knew, has God allowed the Moody 
Bible Institute of Chicago to be tempted 
away from the purity and simplicity of 
the Word of God by these subtle and 
humanly-attractive movements. 

Let me repeat it, and I trust you will 
not weary of hearing it, the apostle Paul 
gives as his final charge and commission 
to believers for these latter days a com- 
mission that relates itself to and depends 
upon the Word of God, without which 
we could do nothing in times like these. 


Influence of Moody Institute 
What connection has this with the 
Moody Bible Institute? This, that there 
is one thing pre-eminently for which it 
was founded and to which it has been 
faithfu'—it has turned the minds of all who 
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have come under its influence to the Word 
of God! In less than fifty years 17,500 
students have enrolled as resident students 
in the Day School of this Institute; in 
the last thirty years 12,000 more have 
enrolled in its Evening School. Since 
1903 over 59,000 have enrolled in its Cor- 
respondence School, some of them taking 
ten, and some more than ten different 
courses. 

Nor should we forget the influence of 
the Moopy Brste Institute MonrTHLy, 
with its circulation, even in these days, of 
approximately 28,000 copies. And who can 
estimate what has been accomplished by 
the Bible conferences conducted by this 
Institute from year to year in different 
parts of our country? During last year 
alone, they numbered 128, in twenty-six 
different states and Canada, and were at- 
tended by 407,807 people! And you know, 
and thousands of others know, that 
whether one is sitting as a student in the 
lecture halls of these buildings, or in his 
or her home studying a correspondence 
course, or, as a subscriber, is reading the 
pages of the Moopy Bree INSTITUTE 
MonTHLY, or attending some Bible con- 
ference conducted by its faculty, or listen- 
ing to one of its speakers over the radio, 
he or she is being brought into direct 
contact with the Word of God. The In- 
stitute is incessantly committing the Holy 
Scriptures “to faithful men, who shall be 
able to teach others also” (II Tim. 2:2). 


D. L. Moody’s Last Word to Ministers 


I began by taking you back sixty years, 
to an hour late one evening, when the 
future founder of this school, standing 
under that lamp-post was reading to Ma- 
jor Whittle the command of the Holy 
Spirit to preach the Word of God. Let 
a quarter of a century pass, and that 
man who had his Bible open that night 
has come to the close of his life. By his 
own preaching of the Word he has been 
used of God in bringing the English- 
speaking world back to the study of the 
Word, in leading men to accept Christ as 
their Saviour, as no other man was so 
used in the nineteenth century. The work 
of Paul was over when he wrote to those 
who were to succeed him, “Preach the 
word.” The work of Mr. Moody is now 
over. What is his last word to ministers 
of the Word who were to follow in the 
next generation? He gave it during the 
last campaign he conducted, in Kansas 
City in 1899. He addressed it to a meet- 
ing for ministers only. “I’m not a proph- 
et,” said he, “but I have a guess that I 
think will prove a true prophecy. You 
hear so much nowadays about the preacher 
of the twentieth century. Do you know 
what sort of a man he will be? He will 
be the sort of a preacher who opens his 
Bible and preaches out of that. Oh, I’m 
sick and tired of this essay preaching! 
I’m nauseated with this ‘silver-tongued 
orator’ preaching !” 
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Mr. Moody left behind him not only 
such a verdict, but he left behind him, by 
the grace of God, a school which would 
undertake to train men who should be 
able to open their Bibles and preach “out 
of that.” 


Moody Institute Literature 


As I draw to a close, I wonder if I 
might ask this question—What has been 
the influence of the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute upon the preaching of the Word of 
God in America during this century? We 
will never be able to fully answer that 
until we are with the Lord. Of course 
we can never forget, that there are living 
today 3,100 men who at one time or an- 
other have attended this school who are 
now ordained ministers, either in this 
country or across the water. But how 
many ministers have been influenced by, 
how many are there whose ministries have 
actually been transformed, by the influ- 
ence of this school, though they never 
studied here as resident students? Think 
of one powerful influence alone—the thou- 
sands of volumes of books on Bible study 
and of biblical interpretation by just three 
men of the faculty of this school—Dr. R. 
A. Torrey, Dr. James M. Gray, and Dr. 
William Evans, that are on the desks of 
ministers and Bible teachers and mission- 
aries today, helping them in their study 
and preaching of the Word. This state- 
ment can be made without fear of con- 
tradiction—no faculty of teachers in any 
institution in America or Great Britain, 
during the last thirty years, has given such 
remarkable, helpful, dependable, perma- 
nent volumes for the illumination, inter- 
pretation and study of the Scriptures as 
has the faculty of this school under whose 
name we are gathered together today. 


Expository versus Topical Preaching 


We could never do without our great 
conservative theological seminaries: they 
are doing a type of work this school has 
never attempted to do. We would never 
minimize the importance of theological 
studies, or the study of the languages in 
which this Book was written. Moreover, 
the Institute has always recognized their 
importance, and many of the students that 
once were in these halls have gone out to 
continue their studies in such seminaries. 
But, and let me say this in all tenderness 
and love, there are thousands of ministers 
in this country today, graduates, many of 
them, of our conservative theological 
seminaries, and many also without semi- 
nary training, who love the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who believe the Bible, who are not 
infested with Modernism, but nevertheless 
who do not, apparently, and cannot preach 
the Word. They do not live in it. They 
have never been taught how rightly to 
divide it, they have no conception of such 
a thing as an “outline of sound words.” 
We are not here to criticize, but if we 
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have traveled much in this country we 
know that there are thousands of churches, 
large and small, famous and insignificant, 
whose members are starved for the bread 
which cometh down out of heaven. A sob 
goes up today from believers in every 
part of our land, from hearts suffering the 
pangs of those who, being born again, cry 
out for spiritual nourishment and receive 
it not. I am not exaggerating. I have 
not stated the case as seriously as the 
facts justify. 

There was recently in this country Dr, 
James Black, minister of Free S¢t. 
George’s, Edinburgh, one of the great 
preaching places in the British Isles. In 
an article in the Christian Herald about 
his experiences, he made the point that 
preaching in Scotland is biblical and ex- 
pository, while here it is predominantly 
topical, and too often concerning itself 
with current events. “I was preaching,” 
said he, “in a large town adjoining New 
York, and at the morning service I told 
the congregation I proposed to test their 
patience with a typical Scots sermon. | 
chose a passage from Philippians, five or 
six consecutive verses, stating an argu- 
ment and plea of the apostle for Christian 
life and thought. I simply stated the 
argument, explained its meaning and idea, 
and applied it to the problems of Chris- 
tian life and conduct. After the service, 
the elders came round in a body, not to 
praise the sermon, but to ask, ‘Why can- 
not we get that type of preaching more 
often in America?’ Now,” continued Dr. 
Black, “I think this proves that your peo- 
ple are just the same, just as needy as 
my own. And it also proves, I imagine, 
that_ your more thoughtful church people 
are not as enamored of ‘topical preaching’ 
as many of your ministers think they are!” 


Dr. Torrey’s Prophecy 


When Dr. R. A. Torrey started on his 
world tour, in 1901, he made this state- 
ment: “As to the Institute, I believe 
there are few organizations on earth that 
will accomplish for the Church of Christ 
in the coming generation what the Insti- 
tute will, in the way of winning souls, 
promoting Bible study, and increasing the 
spirituality of the Church.” A generation 
has passed since those words were uttered. 
Has the hope been fulfilled? I am not 
and never have been in the employ of this 
Institute; I have been in the ministry of 
the Presbyterian Church for fifteen years, 
and my closest friends in the ministry do 
not happen to be graduates of this Insti- 
tute. On my own responsibility alone, but 
I believe supported by a mass of evidence 
incontrovertible and without, I trust, any 
warping of judgment, my conviction is 
this: 

In the light of Paul’s analysis of the 
apostasy of the latter days, in the light of 
his constant emphasis upon the Word of 
God as the great weapon for such times 
as these, and looking back over the his- 
tory of this institution during the last 
forty years, I believe that the Moody Bible 
Institute, its faculty, its curriculum, its 
alumni, its conferences, its publications, 
everything connected with it, have been 
together the greatest single agency used 
of God in the twentieth century for main- 
taining, exalting and expounding the 
Word of God in all of its wonderful power 
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and simplicity. 
The Preacher’s Testimony 


There are other agencies so used, and 
great ones; there are other schools doing 
great work; there are many men preach- 
ing the Word of God with power and 
fruitfulness who have never studied here, 
but granting this, evidence clearly leads 
to the conclusion, which the great body 


of true believers in the English-speaking 
world today believe, that the Moody Bible 
Institute, by the grace of God, has been 
the greatest single agency used by Him 
during the twentieth century for maintain- 
ing, exalting and expounding the Word of 
God, a bulwark of the faith against the 
waves of unbelief and opposition rising 
out of the realms of darkness in these lat- 
ter days. 





I wish this morning—and if you were 
speaking in my place you would say the 
same—I wish this morning to give thanks 
unto God for His grace and guidance that 
led D. L. Moody to found this institution 
which bears his name, for His divine care 
that has kept this school true to His glori- 
ous Word, and that I have ever had the 
privilege of being one of its alumni.

lations of the Bible, “The 
Bible in Modern Eng- 
lish,” and similar titles 
being the guise under 
which they move abroad in the land. Out- 
wardly, their avowed purpose is to bring 
the Bible within the understanding of this 
present day and generation. They say that 
times have changed. That there is a new 
meaning to words today as compared with 
yesterday. Hence, it is easy to argue that 
new translations of the Bible are neces- 
sary. 

But it stirs our souls to note that in the 
process, the Word of God is being changed 
by some. The ancient landmark is being 
removed. The meaning and the message 
of the Word of God is being positively 
changed. The Scriptures are being han- 
died deceitfully. They are being twisted, 
wrested.

The following examples will serve to 
show what destruction is being wrought. 
These first ones are taken from Wey- 
mouth’s book, The New Testament in 
Modern Speech. Mr. Weymouth is now 
dead, but his work remains, and I heard 
a minister not so very long ago declare 
from his platform that he just revelled in 
Weymouth’s book. This minister himself 
is a godly sort of a man, and I can only 
take his declaration as evidence that he 
did not and does not appreciate the 
“wresting” which goes on so subtly. 

Our first quotation will be Weymouth’s 
presentation of Ephesians 5:26. Here is 
what he hands out as the New Testament 
in modern speech: “Cleanse her (that is 
the Church) with the baptismal water by 
the word.” 

Why does this new “author” put into 
the Scriptures something which simply is 
not there? Why does he add the word 
baptismal? It is not there is the original. 
He puts it there. He wrests the Scrip- 
tures. He corrupts the Word of God, as 
Paul puts it. Those who read Greek are 
urged to look up the original. You will 
ind the words are, “To loutro tou huda- 
tos,” and there is nothing about baptismal. 
Our standard accepted versions correctly 
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For we are not as many, which corrupt the word of God.— 


II Corinthians 2:17 


Not walking in craftiness, nor handling the word of God 


deceitfully.—II Corinthians 4:2 


are unlearned and unstable wrest... 
unto their own destruction—II Peter 3:16 


set forth the true Word of God when they 
say: “Cleanse it (that is, the Church) 
with the washing of water by the word.” 

For our second example we _ select 
I Corinthians 3:1. Weymouth gives, “As 
to worldlings,’ while the standard ac- 
cepted versions give, “As unto carnal.” 
For I Corinthians 3:3 he gives, “Ye are 
still unspiritual,’ while the standard ac- 
cepted versions give, “Ye are yet carnal.” 
For I Corinthians 3:4 he gives, “Is not 
this the way men of the world speak?” 
while the standard accepted versions give, 
“Are ye not carnal?” 

The point here is that the Spirit of God 
three times uses the plain and ugly word 
“carnal,” whereas Weymouth three times 
avoids the word, three times shades it, 
and three times smooths it over. Most 
plainly, the Holy Spirit wishes to empha- 
size the word carnal, using the root sarx 
in adjectival form. Let us keep the word 
of God and throw away Weymouth’s 
vague generalities. 

For a third example we take Romans 
8:29. Weymouth gives it, “That he might 
be the eldest in a vast family of brothers,” 
whereas the standard accepted versions 
read, “That he might be the firstborn 
among many brethren.” 

This is an exquisite example of foolish 
changing of the Word of God. It all 
centers around that word “eldest” as this 
“author” puts it, as against the exact and 
correct word of God, which is “firstborn.” 

Any high school student can tell you 
that “firstborn” cannot properly be repre- 
sented by “eldest.” When you have 
pointed out the “eldest” in a family, you 
have not necessarily pointed out the “first- 
born”! There is a difference. 

It is important to preserve “firstborn” 
just as the Holy Spirit gave it. There 
are tremendous facts lying behind the use 
of it. How dare any one change it? How 
dare anyone think that he has got a better 
word than the word that the Spirit of God 
used? 


Colossians 1:18  teils 
us that Jesus was the 
firstborn from the dead! 
Acts 26:23 tells us that 
Christ should be the first 
that should rise from the 
dead! That is, our Lord 
Jesus Christ was the first 
one to rise from the dead 
by the pure unaided pow- 
er of God. No ministering agency on earth 
served as intermediary in His resurrection. 
He was the firstborn from the dead truly 
and indeed, by the grace and the power 
of God alone. The original Greek is pro- 
totokon. 

Weymouth, thinking himself to be wise, 
became foolish!

Let us now leave Weymouth and take 
a look at some of the things offered by 
Goodspeed, of the University of Chicago. 
Goodspeed is living, I am glad to say, at 
the time this article is being written. 

For Acts 20:9, 10 Goodspeed hands us 
these words, “Was picked up for dead.” 
The standard accepted versions read, “Was 
taken up dead.” The original Greek laid 
down by the Spirit of God is simply kai 
erthe nekros, which we again quote so that 
we may all have the same starting point. 
Thus you can see how by the subtle addi- 
tion of one little word, Goodspeed takes 
the heart out of a glorious miracle. The 
word of God says that the young man was 
taken up dead, a corpse! Goodspeed says 
he was picked up “for dead,” that is, he 
was not really dead. They merely thought 
he was dead. 

Now, just to show how careful the Holy 
Spirit is in the use of words, look back 
at Mark 9:26, where we are told that an- 
other lad became “as one dead,” hosei 
nekros, as the Spirit puts it. In this latter 
case the Spirit expressly says the lad be- 
came “as if dead,” “as one dead,” a dif- 
ferent condition from being dead absolutely. 
So, when the Spirit wishes to tell us that 
the first young man, in Acts 20, was 
really dead, a corpse, He says so without 
using the word “as if,” or “for”; and 
when the Spirit wishes to tell us that the 
second man, in Mark 9, was only apparent- 
ly dead, dead in appearance but not really 
so, He adds the word hosei, “as if,” or “as” 
—‘he became as one dead.” 

Goodspeed tramples on all this and tells 
us outright that the young man was picked 
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up “for dead.” Then, to complete the 
butchery of this miracle, he goes on: “Do 
not be alarmed ...he is still alive,” 
whereas the Word of God says, “His life 
is in him,” after Paul had gone down, had 
fallen upon the corpse, had embraced it, 
in repetition of the miraculous restoring 
ministry of Elijah in I Kings 17. Good- 
speed adds that little word “still,” which 
is not in the original, so as to carry out 
the false thought that the young man had 
not really been dead at all, but was “still” 
alive. 

As a second example of Goodspeed’s 
tinkering with the Word of God, take the 
suicide of Judas. In Acts 1:18 Goodspeed 
tells the story in these words: “This 
man bought a piece of land... and his 
body swelled up, and burst open in the 
middle.” The standard accepted versions 
read: “Purchased a field... and falling 
headlong, he burst asunder in the midst.” 

The astonishing difference is that Good- 
speed says, “His body swelled up,” where- 
as the Holy Spirit says that he “fell head- 
long.” The Greek original used by the 
Spirit is prenes genomenos. 

In defense of his idea about swelling 
up, Goodspeed says that recent lexicog- 
raphy connects prenes with the verb 
pretho, “to swell.” I state this in order to 
be as fair as possible to Goodspeed. But 
having said this, I add that any attempt 
on the part of recent lexicography to con- 


nect prenes with pretho is absurd and ri- 
diculous. The word used by the Spirit 
is a well known Greek word which is 
found throughout Greek literature from 
Homer down, and in all cases it means 
just what the standard versions say, name- 
ly, “headlong,” used in connection with 
“falling.” It is used of men falling head- 
long from their horses; it is used of being 
hurled “headlong” from a chariot. 

There is a Greek-English dictionary pub- 
lished in Athens by Contopoulos, and in 
his ninth edition he says of prenes, “Pros- 
trate, falling forward on one’s face,” and 
in so translating the word prenes, he has 
done the only possible thing. 

Goodspeed, in order to bolster up his 
flimsy reference to modern ‘lexicography, 
goes on to argue that Matthew does not 
say that Judas died of a fall, but that he 
hanged himself. Well, what is hanging, 


but a fall? It is commonly referred to as 
a “drop.” 
Further, Goodspeed says: “Luke in 


Acts 1:18 clearly knows nothing of this, 
that is, of Judas’ hanging himself.” Imagine 
that! He admits that Judas hanged him- 
self, because he admits knowledge of Mat- 
thew 27:5, and yet he wants to make out 
that Judas died from a swelling up of his 
body! Then, he says that Luke clearly 
knew nothing of the hanging account in 
Matthew! 

Does Goodspeed not know that both 





Matthew and Luke accounts were the work 
of the Holy Spirit? First of all he kills 
Judas two ways, and then he says that the 
writer of Acts 1:18 knew nothing of Mat- 
thew 27:5. Certainly such work comes un- 
der the head of handling the Word of God 
deceitfully. 

Let us take the word of God just as it 
was given by the Holy Spirit; that Judas 
hanged himself, that he fell headlong, and 
that the shock of the fall caused a horrible 
and instantly fatal rupture, quite apart 
from the fact that his neck was probably 
broken also in the plunge. 

No, Dr. Goodspeed, you cannot get away 
from the fact that prenes means headlong. 
I challenge the world on that point. 
Prenes has absolutely nothing to do with 
“swelling up,” never did have, and never 
can have. 

Enough has been said to serve as a 
warning against these modern “transla- 
tions” whereby people wrest the Scriptures, 
corrupt the Word of God, and handle it de- 
ceitfully. Keep away from them! Keep 
close to the standard accepted versions. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ on the Cross 
cried out: “Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.” Surely, we may 
catch up that cry and repeat it on behalf 
of these new translators, but at the same 
time vigorously defend the Word of God 
given to us by the Holy Spirit.

Gethsemane’s Answered Prayer

persons are dissatisfied with the ac-

semane experience. Some are troubled 
in their prayer life, finding no certain basis 
for definite faith, since, if the prayer of 
God’s own Son remained unanswered, it 
may also be His will to deny us many of 
our requests. Others are dissatisfied be- 
cause within the regenerated heart there 
is reluctance to believe that Jesus prayed 


[: HAS been our observation that many

But the mind of man is gripped in won- 
dering awe the while his heart is bowed 
in profoundest worship, as the magnitude 
of Christ’s love is unfolded in the true 
light of Gethsemane. And it is with the 
sole desire of exalting our Redeemer, and 





with gratitude for having received this 
light from my parents, who from my ear- 
liest recollections searched the Scriptures 
under the Spirit’s guidance, that the fol- 
lowing exposition is submitted for consid- 
eration. 


Christ’s Accustomed Place and Prayer 


The Mount of Olives having been 
Christ’s accustomed place of prayer, it was 
to be expected that He would resort thither 
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at this momentous hour. As he neared the 
place, Mark tells us, “He began to be sore 
amazed and very heavy,” for “His sweat 
was as it were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground” (Luke 22:44). To 
His watching disciples He declared, “My 
soul is exceeding sorrowful, even unto 
death.” A consideration of these passages 
discloses that Christ on His way to prayer 
suffered a sudden physical attack, outward- 
ly evidenced by great drops of blood falling 
to the ground. And “He was withdrawn 
from them about a stone’s cast, and kneeled 
down, and prayed, saying, Father, if thou 
be willing, remove this cup from me: nev- 
ertheless not my will, but thine be done.” 

Thrice He prayed the prayer, prayed 
it “with strong crying and_ tears’— 
prayed that this cup, this hour, might pass 
from Him. “And there appeared an angel 
unto him from heaven, strengthening him.” 


Our Serious Error 


Now the exact 
nature of Christ’s 
petition, as well as 
the cause of His 
agony, seem to be 
generally misun- 
derstood. To be- 
lieve that He pray- 
ed for the removal 
of the cup of aton- 
ing death on the 
cross, and that His 
agony was that of 
the flesh as it 
shrank from the 
coming ordeal 
proves the incapa- 
bility of our finite 
minds to compre- 
hend the divine 
love of Christ. It 


robs Christ of 
glory rightfully 
His. It ignores 


His deity and the 
sinlessness of His 
humanity. It shatters the oneness which ever 
exists between Father and Son. It un- 
derestimates the depths of the Saviour’s 
love for us, and makes His atonement, not 
voluntary, but only acquiscent under stress 
of His desire to obey His beloved Father. 
And certainly not least, it refutes Old Tes- 
tament prophecy and types which ever pre- 
sent Him a voluntary offering. Christ was 
ever intent upon fulfillment of the Scrip- 
tures to the last detail, for was not He 
Himself the Word made flesh? He was 
determined that, though heaven and earth 
pass away, His Word must stand, im- 
movable, unchanging, throughout eternity. 
Does not Jesus Himself say, as the chief 
priests and elders lead Him forth to Pilate, 
“Put up thy sword. . . . Thinkest thou that 
I cannot now pray to my Father, and he 
shall presently give me more than twelve 
legions of angels? But how then shall the 
scriptures be fulfilled?” (Matt 26:52-54). 
It is evident, if we had but this one pas- 
sage for proof, that Christ did not pray 
for delivery from an atoning crucifixion. 
Had He done so, according to His own 
statement, delivery would have come at 
once, and in an amazingly sufficient man- 
ner. We can almost hear pitying scorn in 
Christ’s voice, for an impetuous disciple 
had failed to recognize this fact. 
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Interpreting Hebrews 5:7 

But Hebrews 5:7, which unmistakably 
refers to Gethesemane, reads: “Who in 
the days of his flesh, when he had offered 
up prayers and supplications with strong 
crying and tears unto him that was able 
to save him from death, and was heard in 
that he feared.” We learn here that 
Christ’s prayer was heard. I John 5:15 
says that when God hears us it means that 
we have an affirmative answer to our peti- 
tion. Without exception when the phrase, 
“And God heard,” is used, we find God 
granting the request and setting in motion 
operations to bring it to pass, proving here 
that whatever the nature of Christ’s peti- 
tion in the Garden, God heard it. God 
said yes to the beloved Son, and an angel 
was quickly dispatched from the throne 
of God to strengthen Him. 

It is always thus. Praying earnestly in 
the Spirit according to the will of God, 
never fails to bring succor from heaven's

portals, and praise God, we can pray in 
faith believing! 

We also learn from this passage the ex- 
act nature of, the Saviour’s petition. The 
cup from which He prayed to be deliv- 
ered was indeed a cup of death, but since 
He did die the death of the cross, from 
what death was He then delivered? What 
other death was facing Christ? Let us 
consider the passages already quoted. 


The Death from Which God Delivered 


Him 


In His prayer He asks that the hour 
might pass from Him, the present hour, for 
He says His soul is even then sorrowful 
unto death. The crucifixion did not occur 
until the following day. There is but one 
conclusion. Christ must have been facing 
a premature death in the Garden. Satan, 
the prince of this world, the would-be 
usurper of God’s throne, would not stand 
by and allow the work of redemption to 
proceed unhindered, thus wresting from 
him ultimately the kingdoms of this world 
which now are his! 

Always Satan has tried to frustrate 
God’s plans. He ruined God’s gloriously 
perfect creation. When the promised Re- 
deemer was born in Bethlehem, he at- 
tempted to take the child’s life. He made 








a threefold effort in the forty days temp- 
tation, to corrupt the ministry and damn 
the soul of God’s perfect Lamb, thus mak- 
ing redemption an impossibility. And we 
read (Rev. 12:12), that at the close of 
the present dispensation, as Satan’s time 
is shortened, his efforts to retain control of 
the world will be tremendously increased. 
We find him then in Gethsemane doubling 
his efferts as the crisis of the cross draws 
alarmingly near—making this last des- 
perate attempt to defeat atonement by sub- 
jecting a ruined Saviour to the death He 
had come to conquer. Of this, at any rate, 
we are scripturally certain, that Jesus 
Christ prayed in Gethsemane to be deliv- 
ered from a death which threatened to 
overtake Him then and there, before His 
redemptive work could be accomplished ; 
that God heard and delivered Him from 
that death. 


The Love He Bore for Us 

Christ’s awful 
agony in the Gar- 
den was that of the 
mind and _heart, 
not that of flinch- 
ing flesh. It was 
due to the attempt- 
ed frustration of 
t he redemptive 
plan of the ages, 
the plan of the 
Trinity before 
creation, the cen- 
tral theme of the 
prophets. But be- 
yond all these, His 
suffering was due 
to the love in His 
heart for us. From 
the beginning He 
had volunteered to 
be our death sub- 
stitute, the Seed 
who should 
bruise the serpent’s 
head. 

Such was the love of Jesus Christ, our 
coming King! May His praises be sung 
from every lip. He who offered Himself 
to God a voluntary offering for sin; He 
who prayed that the cup of untimely death 
in Gethsemane might be removed, and was 
heard of the Father; He who suffered un- 
paralleled agony because He saw His be- 
loved humanity passing beyond His power 
to rescue; this Jesus, this Lamb of God, 
this High Priest in the heavens, this com- 
ing King, deserves the undying praises of 
the universe. May the time speedily come 
when every knee shall bow to our majestic 
Lord, and every tongue confess Him, King 
of kings.

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‘The Motherhood of God

N THE revelation of the blessing of 

Israel in the Millenium, God assures 

His people that as one whom his 

mother comforteth, so will He comfort 
them (Isa. 66:13). And in these homely 
words we have one of the sweetest and 
tenderest pictures of the character of the 
God we seek to serve and follow. Yes, 
and the revelation is not in the New Testa- 
ment, but in the Old! In the New Tes- 
tament Jesus teaches us to think of God 
as our Father. In fact, He uses this filial 
term more than all the inspired writers 
put together. But here in the Old Testa- 
ment, God likens Himself unto a comfort- 
ing mother. 

Modern thought would have us believe 
in a progress of revelation regarding the 
character of God. At first, His people had 
a vague and crude conception of Him. To 
them, He was simply a tribal deity. But 
surely Isaiah contradicts such a conception, 
for what fuller or more charming revela- 
tion of His nature can we find than this 
descriptive one in which God likens Him- 
self to a devoted mother? Two introduc- 
tory thoughts emerge for our consideration. 

The first is this, that the manifold rela- 
tionship in which human beings stand to 
each other are used to reveal the many- 
sided character of God. And let it be 
noted, it takes them all to unfold His full- 
ness. He is our King, and we are His 
subjects (Rev. 15:3). As the King of 
saints He gives them laws, seeking thereby 
to govern them for their highest welfare. 
And from His own, He expects loyal alle- 
giance. 

He is our Father, and we are His chil- 
dren (Ps. 103:13; Matt. 6:8; 7:11; Gal. 
4:6). As qur Father He provides for our 
needs; trains, corrects, educates us in love 
and service as members of a great family. 

But here we have something deeper. A 
mother is a ministering angel in times of 
pain and sorrow. She has the art to com- 
fort, better than a man. And this mother- 
love, inexpressibly beautiful and tender, is 
planted in her breast by the mother-heart 
of God. The Jews have a sweet saying to 
the effect that “God could not be every- 
where, so He made mothers.” And this 
is true, for a loving mother is God’s tender- 
est image in humanity. 

“A mother is a mother still, 
The holiest thing alive.” 

Mother-love of earth, however, is but 
a pale reflection of the feeling within the 
heart of God, as with unfailing tenderness 
He comforts the weary, wounded spirit of 
His child. 

The second thought is, that God com- 
bines in Himself all the virtues of a perfect 
character. The best are usually lacking in 
one or more graces. God, however, pos- 
sesses them all. Manly virtues and wom- 
anly graces meet in Him. All that is best, 
holiest, sweetest, and most gracious in a 
noble man, and also in pure-hearted woman, 
can be found in the Lord, who is the source 
of all. Male and female created He them, 
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thus the characteristic feature of both are 
resident in His loving heart. He fuses 
together in His own adorable person the 
strong protective love of the man; and the 
patient, tender, brooding, comforting, sacri- 
ficial love of the woman. This is why both 
man and woman turn to the same Lord for 
salvation and sanctification. Both are part 
of Him. John Oxenham expresses this 
beautifully in his, “The Father-Mother- 
hood.” 


Father and mother, Thou 

In Thy full being art— 

Justice with mercy intertwined, 
Judgment exact with love combined, 
Neither complete apart. 


And so we know that when 

Our service is weak and vain, 

The Father-justice would condemn, 
The Mother-love Thy wrath will stem 
And our reprieval gain. 


Turning then, to this divinely chosen 
illustration of the mother, let us realize 
that the Lord Jesus Christ offers Himself 
as a Comforter and comfort us He can, 
seeing that a “woman’s blood was in Him” 
as well as “the blood of God.” What an 
apt figure it is! What can surpass the 
love of a noble woman, especially the love 
of a devoted wife or of the self-sacrificing 
love of a mother! What a power a mother 
has to live in others, which power is “her 
gracious prerogative and happiest attribute, 
and yet her keenest agony”! 

It is the woman who suffers most; and 
who can hide her feelings more effectively 
than a man. She, it is, who struggles 
against much heartache, bleeding sorrow, 
and even sin; and who in the hour of 
approaching death strives to arrest the 
inevitable doom creeping over some loved 
treasure. And how like God this is, who 
created true motherhood. How silently He 
suffers, bearing the pain of rejection and 
desertion! How He strives in a thousand 
ways to avert the eternal doom facing 
souls, and win them to Himself! Truly, 
His is a love that will not let us go. The 
woman may forget her sucking child, yea, 
a mother may forget, but God’s promise 
is that He will never forget us (Isa. 49: 
15, 16). Doubtless it was this tender verse 
Robert Burns had in mind as he closed 
his lament for James, Earl of Glencairn: 


The bridegroom may forget his bride 
Who made his wedded wife yestreen ; 
The monarch may forget his crown 
That on his head an hour has been ; 
The mother may forget the child 
That smiles sae sweetly on her knee, 
But I’ll remember thee, Glencairn, 
And a’ that thou hast done for me! 


I 


Like a Mother, God Comforts Us by 
His Presence 


Mother is the queen of her home. The 
house is dull and cold when she is absent. 
Her presence therein means comfort, joy, 
help and love. All of us are familiar with 
the motto—“What is home without a 


mother?” It is worse still to have a heart 
and home without God. And yet this “God 
of all comfort” (II Cor. 1:3, 4) is not so 
very far away from any one of us. Ever 
near to sooth and sympathize. He lifts 
His troubled child up into His everlasting 
arms, and silently folds around him the 
deep sense of Himself, and so the heart 
is comforted. 

Of course, this aspect of God’s character 
bids us remember that the very grace we 
seek from Him depends upon our thought 
of Him and of His care. So many treat 
Him as a kind of convenience. He is a 
tower they run to for safety when the 
storms of life appear. And, let it be said, 
He is a tower, the righteous can run into. 
The tragedy is, however, that as soon as 
the storms blow by, many depart from the 
tower, and forget God until the storms 
break afresh. 

How different in turning to God as our 
Mother! And, mark, the prophet is not 
thinking of a little child, but of a grown 
man heart-sore and broken, fleeing back 
for the comfort of his mother’s presence. 
“As a man whom his mother comforteth, 
so will I comfort you.” Many a man 
weary and broken by a pitiless world, with 
things against him, and fortunes ruined, or 
with dear ones gone, or faith almost giving 
way, or entangled in the net of sin, has 
retreated in such dark, lone hours to the 
mother who gave him being. Many a man 
has crept back home like a wounded ani- 
mal and has cast himself upon the mother- 
love that warmed his heart in childhood 
days. 

And here is God, the source of our being, 
the ancient home to which all belong, offer- 
ing Himself to us as the divine, eternal 
Mother. “I will not leave you comfortless, 
I will come to you” (John 14:18). Ten- 
derly He draws near and gathers us up in 
His bosom, and by His very nearness, con- 
soles and comforts us. “Fear not, I am 
with thee.’ And so we are “comforted 
by God.” 

“The watchful mother tarries nigh 

Though sleep has closed her infant’s eye; 

For should he wake, and find her gone, 

She knows she could not bear his moan. 

But I am weaker than a child, 

And Thou are more than mother dear; 


Without Thee, heaven were but a wild; 
Without Thee, earth a desert drear.”

Like a Mother, God Comforts Us by 
His Words 


The child’s first teacher is his mother. 
From her lips he receives his earliest and 
most sacred lessons of God and life and 
duty. When discouraged, mother’s words 
comfort and inspire. When disobedient, 
her remonstrance brings penitence. When 
in doubt, her counsel leads to firm resolve. 
Think of the young men, who amid the 
strong temptations of city life, have been 
encouraged to keep straight by the remem- 
brance of prayers and words they learned 
at mother’s knee! 
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Yes, and is it not true that to a mother’s 
heart her child never seems to grow up? 
To her, he is always the child who nestied 
near to her side. He may pass out into 
the world and meet honor or disgrace, but 
in her imagination he is always the little 
form that clung to her knee, and ran to 
her for comfort, and whose little aches and 
pains she soothed away. 

The grown man, broken in the battle of 
life or by his own sin, may return to his 
mother, but it is not the grown man she 
sees, but her child! Thus it is with God. 
To Him we can never be anything else but 
children—weak, foolish, inexperienced, and 
erring. Man at his best is but an— 


“JInfant crying in the night 
With no language but a cry.” 


And as he cries, God comforts as a 
mother by His gracious words. He utters 
“comfortable words.” He exercises a moth- 
er’s pity over our sin and folly, makes 
every allowance for our circumstances, and 
then, with His own heart, pleads for us. 
What a pathetic scene that was when, as 
Jesus watched the retreating forms of those 
who were unwilling to face the cost of 
discipleship, He said to His own, “Will 
ye also go away?” How touching was the 
reply, “To whom shall we go? Thou hast 
the words of eternal life.’ Oh, may we 
cultivate the child-like ear and heart to 
listen!

Like a Mother, God Comforts Us by 
His Silence 

Several writers have expounded this gra- 
cious theme of the motherhood of God. 
To Dr. Charles Jordan and especially to 
Dr. J. Carroll I am indebted for many of 
my thoughts. The remarkable fact is that 
all expositors make much of this feature 
of mother-comfort now before us. In 
trouble, the mother receives her child with- 
out asking many questions. A mother’s 
intuition tells her what is wrong. It is 
enough for her to know that her child is 
in distress. She may guess much, and fear 
more, but comfort is her first consideration. 
Explanations can wait. 

How like the motherhood of God! God 


our Mother does not probe the wound when 
there is power to heal. How beautifully 
tender is the mother-comfort of God! He 
asks no questions, ‘utters no reproach, de- 
mands no explanation. He has not the 
scrutiny of a detective, but the sympathy 
of a devoted parent. He simply says, 
“Come unto me and rest!” And it is so 
easy to carry our sorrows to Him, as with 
the tenderness and reticence of a mother, 
He is unwilling to touch the wound or 
draw aside the veil from our hidden grief. 
It is His glory to conceal things. 

One phase, however, of this silent com- 
fort is what Dr. Carroll calls the mother’s 
“inarticulation.” As he says, it is a poor 
word to express the meaning of the thought. 
When a child flees to his mother for con- 
solation, with what or how does mother 
comfort her distressed one? Not with 
many words which often increase the child’s 
grief. Mother is wiser, and catching up 
her child bends over him and smothers him 
with kisses of love. And, in the silence, 
his poignant pain is healed. Silent sym- 
pathy is a soothing balm. It was not any- 
thing mother said, but simply her own 
soothing touch and presence that brought 
relief. 

Thus it is with God, who with a strange 
inarticulate comfort, calms the troubled 
breast. He asks no questions; strikes no 
wounds. We carry to Him our torturing 
doubt, worldly loss, stab df heart, deep 
gashes of disappointment, ruin of sin within 
the soul; and He comforts us with His 
forgiving presence. What we weep over 
may remain, yet in carrying all to the 
mother-heart of God we are comforted. 
We kneel before Him, but we cannot see 
His radiant form; we speak to Him, but 
receive no articulate answer. Yet we leave 
His presence calmed and consoled as a 
child folded within the breast in the silence 
of love. The sublime philosophy of this 
truth is wrapped up for us in the tender 
refrain: 

“In the heart of Jesus there is love for you, 
Love most pure and tender, love most deep

Why should I be lonely, why for friendship

When the heart of Jesus, has a full supply ?”

Thrills of a Forty-day ‘Trip 
On the Yellow River

i] WANT to tell you something of a 


three or four years. In ’29 and ’30, there 
was special famine relief work done, and 
George Findley Andrew, with a group of 
others, went up to Lanchow, our station 
at that time and the center for distribution 
of famine relief. For six months that was 
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our work, just trying to cover the province, 
especially the northern part, and building 
roads and whatever could be done to help. 
At the end of that time, in September, this 
relief party left to go down the Yellow 
River, on which we sailed on ox-skin 
rafts. It is a flat raft with a solid layer 
of inflated skins underneath and poles on 
top. You put your boxes and bedding on 
top and there you are. You make a mud 
stove, and carry food and fuel for months,

Like a Mother, God Comforts Us by 
His Sympathy 

A wise child speaks out all his joys, sor- 
rows, and burdens without reserve into the 
most sacred confessional box, his mother’s 
ear. And the need of a confidant is not 
only characteristic of childhood, it belongs 
to us all. This is why those heart-broken 
men came back from the grave and “went 
and told Jesus.” 

But to return to the child. Think of 
him as he scampers home from school and 
places his books in mother’s hands, finding 
the chief award for his diligence in moth- 
er’s approving smile! And, further, it is 
because of her gift of sympathy that he 
turns to her in pain and sorrow. The little 
son of the woman of Shunem was carried 
home from the harvest field ill with sun- 
stroke, and he sat upon his mother’s knee 
till noon and then died. 

And God offers us the same motherly 
tenderness and sympathy. He heals, glad- 
dens, sympathizes, loves, cares as no mother 
could. Does He not give Himself the 
attractive name of Comforter? Yet is it 
not strange to think that men will seek for 
comfort almost anywhere else than in the 
Mother-God above? Can we not detect 
the sob of unwanted love in the lament over 
Jerusalem, where the sympathizing Jesus 
uses the figure of the mother-bird? “O 
Jerusalem, Jerusalem, . . . . how often 
would I have gathered thy children to- 
gether, as a hen doth gather her brood 
under her wings, and ye would not!” 

Men try to escape from sorrow by 
drowning it in drink, in seeking a change 
of circumstances or surroundings, in harder 
work, in eager pursuits, in the distractions 
of sin and pleasure. And all the time God 
stands open to every sufferer. This truth 
regarding His motherhood means that He 
strives to soothe, relieve, cleanse, emanci- 
pate. What fools we are to cut ourselves 
adrift from the God who made all mothers, 
and who waits to do far more for us than 
the best and holiest mother is capable of 
doing! 

Oh, for grace to abide near the heart of 
the God of all comfort! 


because there are few places where you 
can replenish your supply. 


A Glorious Time Cut Short 


None of us missionaries like to spend 
our time in famine relief work, but it must 
be done. I was looking forward to country 
work in the villages, many of which had 
never been reached. Natives in the churches 
said they had relatives in certain villages 
and begged us to spend several days in 
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their homes. We were looking forward 
to this and bought the famine relief mule 
and cart for this purpose. 

We were having a glorious time in the 
villages—people crowding in wherever we 
went. I have never seen people so eager 
for the gospel, but it was only a month 
that I had that joy, for on October 20 the 
doctor said I must go immediately to the 
coast. He feared I had cancer and must 
not delay a day. I thought I could not 
possibly go. I did not believe the doctor 
anyway, but was finally convinced that it 
was the only thing to do. 

But I would not go until my husband, 
who had gone to Tibet, came back. How- 
ever, it was impossible for my husband to 
go at that time as he had famine relief 
funds to look after and other responsibili- 
ties as well. But he planned to follow me 
as soon as possible, and expected that he 
would catch up with me. 

We have a hospital at our station with 
one doctor and a nurse, 
and the doctor said that 
if the nurse was willing 
to go with me he would 
release her, and she ex- 
pressed herself as glad 
to do so. We made all 
arrangements and left 
on October 28. This was 
already a month late for 
traveling on the river, 
but it was impossible to 
go another way because 
the bandits and soldiers 
we-e fighting on the 
road. 


Crafty Raftsmen 


The raftsmen said 
they would get us 
through notwithstanding 
that the ice comes down 
from Tibet after the 
first of October, and 
no one hardly dares travel on the river 
after that date. 

Right from the beginning there was one 
delay after another. We began to realize 
after a few days that the raftsmen had 
no idea of getting us to the coast. I did 
not say what I thought, but as I observed 
them and knew just about what progress 
should be made, I could see that they were 
delaying purposely. They had obtained 
about as much money as they could beg 
from us when we left. The rest was to 
be paid at the end of the trip. They said 
they had no goatskins, and other various 
excuses, so they got a little more money 
than they should have to begin with. 

The Lord was a great Comforter, and 
it is a tremendous privilege to go on a 
journey like that with Him and nobody else 
with you to help. Some people would think 
this a terrible trip, but I do not want you 
to get that impression. As I look back, 
it is the one most wonderful experience 
of my life. I thank God for it more than 
anything else. I would not have missed 
it for anything. 


When Saints Pray for You 


I would like to tell you of many in- 
stances along the way to show what it 
means to have people praying for you at 
home. We know on the foreign field when 
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people are praying for us. We cannot help 
but know. You see things working. You 
know it is not yourself doing it, and some- 
times it humbles you. Not your own faith 
and prayers, but somebody at home doing 
it for you! I tell you that to encourage 
you—you who are willing to go to a foreign 
field but unable to go. Pray for us and 
God will answer your prayers. He is 
doing far more abundantly than you can 
ask or think. 

When three days out on the trip, I was 
reading that promise in Exodus, “I am the 
Lord that healeth thee.” I thought it was 
a wonderful promise, but wondered if the 
Lord would answer that prayer. I said, 
“T wish that promise were for me.” All 
day long it kept coming back: “I am the 
Lord that healeth thee,” and before the day 
was over I knew it was for me. I wondered 
why the Lord was taking me to the coast, 
but He had a purpose, and I can thank 
Him for every bit of the way He led.

One day we had to stop because of a 
blizzard—we had to go to bed, it was so 
cold. We just had a little straw matting 
we slept under, and prayed all night that 
it would stay there. We dressed in furs 
and went to bed with all our clothes on. 
That night there was a sound of banging 
against the raft which continued all night. 
We didn’t dare poke our heads out to see, 
it was so cold, but in the morning we 
looked out and found the river full of ice. 
The raft was frozen solid to the shore, the 
skins burst, the two huge oars were frozen 
solid, and we knew it was an impossible 
situation. They knew, and had planned 
the delays and hoped it would happen be- 
fore we got that far. We were right out 
in the desert in Mongolia, a good many 
miles from anywhere, and yet it was a 
glorious place to be in. Somebody was 
praying for us that day. They did not 
know what was happening, but the Lord 
put it into somebody’s heart to pray, and 
the Lord answered prayer abundantly, for 
I could not have been happier. We just 
had a glorious time singing through the 
hymn book. 


Huddled in the Sand 


We stayed there three days, and then 
the boatmen said the only thing to do was 
to go back to the last village we left. They 


said, “If you go back you can get a boat 
and the boat can push through as long as 
the river is not frozen solid.” So two of 
the men in the party went back. The 
women and children were nearly frozen 
to death, because they were not properly 
prepared. They dug holes in the sand of 
the river bank, wrapped themselves in their 
bedding, and huddled there. 

Finally the boat came. Our hearts sank 
when we saw the boat, for it seemed to be 
filled already. It was a huge boat, but was 
divided into sections. There were seven 
boatmen with their wives and children, but 
they said, “There is lots of room for you!” 
There were twenty-five from the other raft 
and five from ours. So we all piled in. 
The boatmen and their families were in 
one section; the twenty-five from the other 
raft in the middle, and we with all our 
boxes (I was taking all our things expect- 
ing to go home), five of us, were in the 
end section. We put up a rug between, 
and our servants slept 
at our feet. There was 
no cover over our heads, 
and there we lived for 
a week. We cooked, and 
slept, and lived there. 
We were not allowed to 
poke our heads out very 
often for there were 
bandits along the shore. 

We had only gone a 
short distance when an- 
other blizzard came up, 
and we had to stop. The 
river was freezing over 
rapidly, and the boat- 
men told us that they 
could not possibly get 
us to the railroad. So 
we went to the Lord 
again in prayer, and 
His Word came again 
from Exodus: “Fear 
not, stand still, and see 
the salvation of the Lord, which he will 
show to you today.” We waited and told 
the other people, because some of them 
were weeping and were terribly distressed 
—we told them, and they were encouraged. 





A Miracle in the South Wind 


About four o’clock in the afternoon, the 
north wind changed to a south wind, and 
within an hour there was hardly the slight- 
est bit of ice in the river. I asked the 
boatmen if they had ever seen anything 
like that before, and they said no. We 
wondered if the other people realized it 
was a miracle. That night, sitting on the 
side of the boat, we saw the most glorious 
sunset. We did not even wear coats— 
it was just like a spring evening. The 
next day we were stopped at apparently a 
desert place, and two of the men in the 
other section went off across the desert. 
They were gone about two hours, and 
finally came back and we were told that 
they had gone to see if they could find a 
Mongolian hut and buy a lamb and sacri- 
fice it in thanksgiving to our God for what 
He had done! 

However, we found ourselves tied up to 
an island. I wish you could see it. It 
was literally riddled with rat holes. Hun- 
dreds of them scurried in all directions. 

We woke up to find the boat leaking. 
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The river was frozen just below us. We 
thought the Lord would perform another 
miracle, but we had to move off on top of 
the rat holes. There was no other place 
to make our beds. Some of the other boats, 
carrying bales of cotton, had used them 
to.make a shelter for themselves and had 
put straw matting over the top, so we bor- 
rowed some and made a place for ourselves, 
and by the time everybody moved in, there 
were about thirty-five sleeping in a row on 
top of the rats. 


Living among Rats 


We lived with the rats for five days. 
Miss G., who was terribly afraid of rats, 
read the Ninety-first Psalm. A few of the 
rats ran over us, but she put her head 
under the covers. They just sat there and 
looked at us. We were not troubled very 
much, although we wondered how we were 
going to get off the island. There were 
bandits on the other side and the boatmen 
would not go over. The ice blocks had 
piled up and the water 
had backed up on the 
main land, and in the 
irrigation ditches the 
water was very deep 
and swirling around. 
It seemed as though 
it would not freeze 
very quickly. 

The boatmen said, 
“We will probably be 
here all winter.” Our 
food was getting 
scarce. We had a 
little flour and oat- 
meal left, which is 
not much for five to 
live on. There was 
plenty of food on the 
boats—several boats 
were full of millet— 
but the price had gone 
up tremendously, and 
we did not have a 
penny among us, so 
it did not do us any 
good. 

The fifth day we wondered why they did 
not do something. There were eight of 
these islands to be crossed to get to the 
main land. Every day, parties went to see 
if there was some way of getting across. 
On the’ fourth night, the boatmen came 
to us and said, “Tomorrow you be ready 
early, and we will go out tonight and build 
bridges to the mainland and get you 
across.” We wondered what kind of 
bridges they could build in a place like 
that, but we trusted them that they would 
do something. 

The next morning we started out. We 
had to hire some men to carry our boxes 
about two miles across the island. It took 
about seventeen to carry everything. The 
only thing we could think of for pay was 
our remaining flour, so our flour went to 
pay them. It took all day to get across 
the eight islands.

Crazy Bridges 


I wish you could see those bridges. I 
do not think I would have courage to go 


across another one. They were just single 
oars about a foot across, and some of 
them were pretty long. There was just 
one single oar we had to walk across, and 
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there were eight of them; but we all got 
across—the coffin and the women and chil- 
dren. We hired small oxcarts on the 
other side. 

Bandit rumors were increasing—several 
people were supposed to have been killed 
the day before. We were advised to go 
another road, but we felt we had been long 
enough on our trip. However, we had to 
retrace our steps and go another way. 

We finally reached an inn about twenty 
miles from the end of the railroad. There 
were people from all over Chinese Turkes- 
tan and Asia, waiting with camels and 
merchandise to get through to the railroad, 
and because of bandits and soldiers fighting, 
they had to remain there. It was just a 
large plain with inns in the middle. 

We were told we could not go on until 
we had an escort of Mongolian soldiers. 
We stayed there three days, all living in 
one room, waiting for the soldiers to come. 
You would have to see a Chinese inn to 
know what it is like. This was rather

large, and we had room enough. We waited 
three days for the soldiers to come, and 
thirty came. We were to pay. them a cer- 
tain amount of money and were to leave 
on the morning of the fourth day. They 
told us to be up early. 


Coffins in the Caravan 


We were up at 3:30, although they did 
not show up until 7:30. We finally started, 
and all the others took advantage of our 
escort, and we had a caravan four miles 
long, four coffins, sheep, oxen, hundreds of 
camels, carts, everything imaginable, and 
people from all over that part of Asia and 
other parts as well. 

It was a very cold morning when we 
started. The carts were too small to ride 
on and we were walking, which was much 
warmer anyway. We stopped now and 
then to build a grass fire. It was inter- 
esting to watch the faces. Some were very 
Jewish. One would be most interested to 
know where they all came from. 

We had gone several miles when we 
heard the first shots. There were just a 
few little mud houses off to the right— 
the mountains were five miles on the other 
side. Our escort told us all to come back 


as quickly as possible. The shots were in- 
creasing. 

Suddenly they said, “All go forward as 
quickly as possible,” so we all started for- 
ward again. We had no sooner done that 
than they said, “Run for your lives to the 
mountains.” We could see the bandits com- 
ing on horseback and did not see much 
sense in running, but we each grabbed a 
baby and a poor old lady on tiny little feet 
who could not walk and had to be helped 
along. Two Chinese students who were 
with us and were going to be such a help 
to us, were a long way ahead of us, but 
the Lord wonderfully kept us at that time. 
We had no time to think whether we were 
afraid or not, but the Lord kept us and 
there was no fear. We do not have to pre- 
pare for those times—the Lord has said He 
will never leave us nor forsake us. At 
such a time He is with us. 

Suddenly we were in the midst of

When they saw us, 
they were happy, and 
made for us as fast 
as they could. 

One of the bandits 
caught hold of my 
sleeve and pulled me 
after him. We were 
taken to one of those 
little mud houses, and 
all the other people, 
with our belongings, 
were taken to another 
place. They wanted 
all our warm clothing 
and everything else 
valuable, but very soon 
our Mongol escort 
came back and started fighting to rescue 
us. The soldiers who examined us thought 
there might be something else outside, 
so they went out to get what they wanted 
out of my trunk. 

They had a great time, especially one 
who was sitting on the roof keeping watch 
—he had a lovely time putting on my hus- 
band’s suit. He was about 5 feet tall, and 
my husband is six feet two. I did not 
see him when he had finished. I would 
like to have seen the final picture. 

It was not very long until they had to 
go inside because the fighting was so severe 
for a time. When everything was quiet, 
we came out and found the bandits gone. 
I gathered up the remains—I think I had 
three skirts, a scarf and a hat left, and I 
found a child’s garment which belonged 
to one of the Chinese traveling with us, and 
I put that on. On the roof, where the 
bandit had been sitting, in his haste he 
had left a steamer rug so I confiscated 
that too and had that around me, so I 
was not cold.

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Roman Catholicism Opposing the Gospel

HERE ex- 
ists in west- 
ern Flanders, 
as a souvenir 
of the great war, a 
system of trenches 
which in wartime 
bore the name 
Boyau de la Mort 
(‘Bowels of 
Death”). It runs 
parallel to the 
small Yser River, 
and was confronted 
from the other side, 
by formidable Ger- 
man_ fortifications 
of concrete with 
iron-plated 1 oop- 
holes and _ firing 
ranges. These 
trenches were the 
scene of frightful 
warfare, and the 
bodies of hundreds 
of Belgian soldiers 
lie entombed _ be- 
neath the ruins. 
In the days when 
100,000 Belgian 
houses lay in ruins, as we would cross the 
devasted area, we would see the Belgian 
peasants returning to seek the sites of 
their former homes, and would mourn 
with them, as they groped among the ref- 
use which marked their former dwelling 
place, for some familiar object. Wistfully 
they would search, and then with a few 
stones and pieces of war debris would 
erect a sort of temporary covering from 
rain and storm in which to house the 
personal belongings they had brought 
back with them on wheelbarrow or on 
their backs, and there in poverty and the 
loss of all, they would begin to recon- 
struct their broken lives. They were hap- 
pier than some of whom I shall presently 
speak, in that the Belgian government by 
heroic efforts, was able to reconstruct for 
the people, all these 100,000 destroyed 
buildings, so that their pitiful misery was 
only temporary. 


An Outraged Faith 


But for thousands, yes millions, of these 
Belgian people since the war, a broken and 
prostrate, and outraged faith, fruit of their 
former blind adherence to the Church of 
Rome, has brought about the casting aside 
of all belief, and today they dwell in spiri- 
tual indifference and darkness. Other thou- 
sands have been reached by the Belgian 
Gospel Mission, and it is of these and this 
ever growing opportunity that we desire 
to speak. 

Often we feel as if our position were 
analogous to that of the Belgian sol- 
diers in the Boyau de la Mort, at the 
time of the fiercest enemy attack, so great 
is the force of animosity of our foes and 
so imminent is the danger that menaces 
us.

One can understand the enmity of the 
Roman Catholic Church, with its hatred 
of the Word of God, when it is realized 
that the Belgian Gospel Mission has dis- 
tributed over 11,000,000 Scriptures and 
tracts in this land, and that through our 
more than fifty preaching posts and by 
means of our constant open air campaigns, 
thousands of the Belgian people are being 
reached. 


How Long before the Cataclysm? 


But is not from this quarter alone that 
we are menaced; it is rather by the immi- 
nent peril of revolution and the spread of 
Communism on this continent where the 
social and economic structure is visibly and 
rapidly disintegrating. How long can we 
continue preaching the gospel message, be- 
fore the avalanche descends, the cataclysm 
takes place? 

In the mission on every hand are recom- 
pensing stories of conversion and in some 
posts, real signs of revival. In many posts 
the halls will no longer accommodate the 
crowds gathering to hear the gospel mes- 
sage. 

From Flanders come two recent inci- 
dents of interest. One of our workers in 
journeying from one town to another in 
a motorbus, met a woman who had for- 
merly attended the meetings in his post. 
This woman related to him the case of a 
friend who had accompanied her to the 
meetings, but who now lay at the point of 
death. Naturally, the worker asked if this, 
her friend, was yet interested in the gospel. 
The answer came quickly and decidedly— 

“Oh, yes, Helena (the friend) is really 
saved and is quite ready to die. Every day 
when friends come to visit her, she tells 
them that she rejoices greatly in the thought 


that soon she will 
be with the Lord 
Jesus. She pleads 
with her husband 
to give his heart to 
the Lord Jesus that 
he may meet her in 
eternity, and she 
reminds him that 
even as her sins 
have been washed 
away in the pre- 
cious blood of 
Christ, so that won- 
derful salvation is 
also for him.” 

This comforted 
greatly the mission 
worker’s heart, for 
the woman had 
been one, who al- 
though coming to 
listen to the gos- 
pel on several occa- 
sions, had given 
no evidence of a 
change of heart. 
But as her life was 
ebbing away, the 
good word sown, 
had, after this long interval, brought forth 
fruit unto life eternal. 


A Miracle of Healing 


In an extraordinary way God works 
miracles of healing for our people in an- 
swer to their humble faith. May it not 
be because we are drawing to the end of 
this dispensation and, as Satan’s lying won- 
ders abound and multiply, so also the Lord 
is willing to set forth these credentials of 
the evangelical position; above all in a 
Roman Catholic land where spurious mira- 
cles of all kinds are vouched for and widely 
heralded? Dr. C. I. Scofield said once to 
a friend, “I believe in the end time, the 
Lord may more and more work miracles 
of physical healing, but let us not make a 
doctrine out of it!” 

From Flanders also comes the story of 
a Christian couple, whose six-year-old 
child lay desperately ill of a disease for 
which the doctor said there was no human 
hope. Very simply these Christian peas- 
ant parents said to each other, 

“Why listen any longer to what people 
have to tell us; do we not have a mighty 
God who is able to heal our child, although 
her disease is incurable from the human 
standpoint? Let us kneel and pray the 
Lord for our child.” 

With several Christian brethren they 
knelt together about the bed of their little 
one and earnestly prayed. While they were 
in this attitude, the doctor entered, but at 
this strange sight, he quickly passed into 
the kitchen to wait. A little later he ex- 
amined the child, but when the mother 
asked him for his opinion, he could only 
shrug his shoulders; the situation to him 
was perfectly hopeless. 

“Doctor,” said the mother calmly, “you 
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may think what you like, but I know and 
dare avow, that my little one is going to 
get well.” 

“How do you know that?” queried the 
doctor. 

“The Lord told me—we prayed for her 
and the Lord has heard our prayer,’ came 
the confident answer. 

“It is a good thing to keep up your 
courage,” was all the doctor could say in 
reply. 

To those who came in later, this dear 
Christian woman bore the same word of 
testimony. “We have prayed .. . the 
Lord has heard . . . my child will be 
healed.” 

The next day to the doctor’s unbounded 
amazement, the child was decidedly better 
and his own hopes rose. As the improve- 
ment was maintained he began to counsel 
the parents about the very careful regime 
of food and rest the little one must follow, 
for at least three years. The mother how- 
ever assured him, that as the child was 
perfectly and divinely healed, what she 
would eat was immaterial, and the fact 


remains, that she is today perfectly restored 
and not restricted in any way as to diet 
or activity. 


The Priest Makes a Visit 


The parents of this child have borne a 
brave testimony throughout the several 
years of their conversion, in the face of 
severe and prolonged persecution. They 
possess a little shop, and one day after 
their conversion began to be noised about, 
they were honored by a visit from the local 
priest. 

He entered blustering, but their quiet 
replies from the Word of God put his 
arguments completely to rout. They were 
threatened with the loss of their business, 
but on the contrary they have prospered 
as never before, since their conversion, al- 
though they witness to all who enter their 
shop. 

Hardest of all was it when their parents 
came to weep over them for their apostasy, 
and when they refused to return to the old 
church, forbade them ever to set foot in 
their parental home. This dear couple 
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comforted each other then, with the thought 
of the sufferings of Christ for them, and 
rejoiced that they were able to share a 
little in His agony. Since that time the 
parents have visibly softened, and their 
hope is strong that one day they may be 
won. 


Suffering for Christ 


Some in this land have lost business, been 
turned out of home, have been abandoned 
by wife or parents; others have known 
physical persecution, even the little chil- 
dren sharing in this form of suffering for 
His name’s sake. And out of this land, 
from its gross superstition, from its spirit- 
ual poverty and darkness, is rising a body 
of redeemed ones, strong in faith and in 
the spirit of prayer, devoted to the person 
of Christ, and eager in soul-winning en- 
deavor. If the Lord tarries these will be 
used under God to sweep back from this 
little land the tides of spiritual darkness, 
that again the gospel light may illuminate 
her farthest corners as was the case in the 
days of the glorious Reformation. 


A Pastor Looks at Buchmanism 
By Rev. Harry Burton Boyd, D.D., in The Presbyterian 


N THESE days of economic and spir- 
itual depression, the world and the 
Church, like the Athenians of old, are 
eager to know of any new thing. The 
world sighs for a leader to take it back 
to the false prosperity of 1928. The Church 
also awaits the rise of a leader who can 
restore the interest of former years. 

Spiritual leadership will come through 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit of the 
living God. It does not follow the plans 
or use the panaceas of men. 

The interest aroused among the churches 
by the Oxford Group Movement, formerly 
known as Buchmanism, reveals the sad 
tendency of the Church to depend on 
crowds. A casual survey of the movement 
reveals little to criticize. But the ripples 
on the surface do not indicate the depth of 
the stream. 

Christianity is based upon certain doc- 
trines of God, Christ, sin and salvation. 
Any movement that offers to lead the 
Church to new victories must be judged 
by its open and unswerving loyalty to these 


doctrines as they are revealed in the Bible. 
Acceptance of Christ is not enough. What 
Christ do you receive? The Christ of the 
New Testament, or Jesus the teacher from 
Nazareth? 

In this movement there is no clear-cut 
statement of the deity of Christ and His 
atonement on the Cross. It accepts upon 
equal terms into its fellowship those who 
believe in Jesus as the Son of God and the 
Saviour of the world, and those who re- 
gard Him as the matchless teacher and 
dauntless martyr. 

The Church of Jesus Christ can never 
accept such a compromise. While the Cross 
may be an offense to some, we must keep 
it in the foreground. The Cross of Christ 
can never be used as stage setting for an 
emotional religious expression. Salvation 
is found only by way of the Cross. In the 
thought of this movement sin is emasculated 
to express the personal wrong-doing of the 
individual. This is a far cry from the 
statement concerning sin found in the sixth 
chapter of the Westminster Confession of 


Faith. However, we must expect such an 
inadequate recognition of the fact of sin 
to follow the broad terms upon which 
Christ is received. 

While the movement may purge itself of 
some of the excesses that have drawn criti- 
cism, it can never be a factor in spiritual 
victory until it is in harmony with the 
Word of God. The Church will look in 
vain to any leadership that does not stand 
four-square on the deity and atonement of 
Jesus, the Son of God. Here is the test 
applied by the apostles. The Holy Spirit 
does not motivate any movement whose 
loyalty upon these points can be questioned. 

To the casual observer the house built 
upon the sand may have appeared as desir- 
able a dwelling as the one built upon the 
rock. When the storm arose, the differ- 
ence was revealed. It was not in the super- 
structure, but in the foundation (Matt. 
7 :24-27). 

The kingdom of Christ will not advance 
through crowds nor by specious enthusiasm. 
The Holy Spirit leads the way to victory. 


Our Present Day Sunday School Literature

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dren to Sunday School, they have a right 
to expect that they will be taught the Bible, 
but, alas, this is not often the case these 
days. 

Recently our ten-year-old daughter 
brought home a pupil’s book entitled Hero 
Stories and Being Heroic, accompanied by 
a parents’ guide. My child was to study 
for that quarter secular characters, or 
“heroes,” such as Booker T. Washington, 
Clara Barton, Dr. Walter Reed, Samuel 
Morse, etc., and, last of all, the “Hero of 
heroes,” the “boy Jesus.” There are 365 


names in the Holy Scriptures emphasizing 
our Lord’s deity, and there is something 
sacrilegious and repellent about that word 
“hero” as applied to Him. The Scriptures 
do not hold up Christ as an example, for 
men are neither saved nor sanctified by an 
example (Rom. 15:3). Let us turn to 
I Peter 1:18-23, which assures us we are 
redeemed “with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot.”

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CASTE SLAVERY IN INDIA 


Amid the complexity of strange and fear- 
some things that go to make up Hinduism, 
nothing is more dominant than the religio- 
social system of caste. The recognized so- 
cial structure is divided into four main 
strata, with more than two thousand sub- 
divisions, separating the populace into vir- 
tually “water-tight” compartments, with 
barriers that cannot be crossed by inter- 
marriage or other social relationships. 
This strange system, strengthened by ex- 
traordinary religious fanaticism, constitutes 
the strongest hindrance to the reception of 
Christian truth. But worst of all, down 
at the bottom, underlying Hindu society 
proper, there is the great mass of out- 
castes, or untouchables, numbering more 
than 70,000,000, who are regarded as being 
too unclean and cursed to approach the 
person of an orthodox individual, or touch 
any of his possessions without defiling 
them. The lot of these outcastes is unbe- 
lievably debased and dreadful. Forbidden 
to own any property, required to live in 
poverty and squalor, compelled to serve 
as scavengers, and subsist on refuse or 
left-overs, little wonder they have acquired 
a subservient spirit and have for centuries 
displayed little of the aspirations that surge 
in most human breasts. According to the 
abominable Hindu notion of transmigration, 
in keeping with the doctrine of Karma, 
these people are supposed to be born into 
their present unhappy state because of 
wrongs committed in some previous in- 
carnation; hence they are regarded as being 
consigned to their present wretchedness by 
a decree of high heaven from which there 
is no escape. 

Slowly Awakening 

But in recent years the lowly worm has 
begun to turn and lift up its head. Much 
missionary work has been done among the 
untouchables; many have accepted the gos- 
pel, and the social uplift through the med- 
ium of the Christian Church has afforded 
opportunity for developing latent intellec- 
tual and spiritual capacities that have sur- 
prised and startled the Hindu over-lords. 

Now that Mohammedanism is also open- 
ing its arms toward them, and the political 
possibility of such a vast horde is begin- 
ning to appeal to the imagination of social 
leaders, the Hindus are bestirring them- 
selves somewhat with a view of recovering 
this material for their own political ad- 
vantage and giving it some sort of place 
within the bounds of organized society. 
Hence the present hour debate and com- 
motion centering about “untouchability.” 
Mahatma Gandhi has declared himself em- 
phatically for the abolishment of the age- 
long exclusion, and is striving to induce 
Hindu leaders to make a sufficiently radical 
readjustment in their thinking to admit 
these folk into the fold of respectable so- 
ciety. 

Some progress has been made, but the 
obstacles are mountain high. Here and 
there daring souls have sought to bridge 
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over the chasm by permitting the outcastes 
to enter local Hindu temples for worship, 
or by inviting some of the more educated 
ones to mixed social gatherings—tea par- 
ties of a formal character—but public sen- 
timent surges back in overwhelming dis- 
approval. As illustrative of the general 
situation the following news item from the 
city of Nisak may be quoted: 


A Christian colporteur distributing the printed 
Word on the water front at Benares, India. 
Situated on the “‘holy’’ Ganges, Benares, with 
its thousands of ee and shrines, is the 
coveted spot which all devout Hindus long to 
visit. Hordes of pilgrims take a cerem th 
in the water of the Ganges. No greater bless- 
ing could befall one than to die in Benares, have 
one’s remains cremated and the ashes scattered 
on the surface of the sacred river. 


Mass Sentiment in Opposition 

“Public opinion has been deeply stirred 
by incidents connected with a tea party 
given by the district board through the 
minister of education. Among those in- 
vited was a group of teachers and guests 
who were from the depressed classes, and, 
contrary to the request of the minister of 
education, these were seated together at 
some distance from the rest, thus segregat- 
ing them from caste folk. They protested 
and were informed that if the arrangement 
did not suit them they could withdraw, 
which they did! 

“Very often the throwing open of tem- 
ples and the inter-dining of caste folk and 
outcastes is only a grand gesture, a stage 
play, made oftentimes just to comfort 
‘Mahatma G.’ For instance, in one large 
town near Mahoba a temple, with much 
ceremony, was thrown open to the untouch- 
ables. The poor frightened, doubtful, fear- 
ful outcastes were herded into it, and a 


telegram sent to Mr. Gandhi to inform him 
of this righteous act, that he might rejoice 
and break his fast, and everybody be 
happy! But the very next day that temple 
was pulled down, stone from stone, that 
never more might it be defiled by out- 
castes | 

“In another town in this same district, 
a great splurge was made about inter-din- 
ing. One hundred and twenty caste men 
were invited, and low caste people cooked 
and served the meal. No Westerner could 
possibly understand the defilement which 
the mere touch of a low caste hand on his 
plate would bring to a caste man. To par- 
ticipate in such a feast required extraor- 
dinary bravery, from their point of view. 
When this affair was over, however, every- 
one of the men who had thus broken their 
caste by dining with low castes was turned 
out of his family; and could only be re- 
instated by partaking of the purifying ‘pill’ 
made out of the five products of the holy 
cow (milk, butter, curds, dung, urine). 

“While thanking God for the fact that 
Mr. Gandhi is throwing his influence 
against such evils, it should be remembered 
that he is not a Christian. Perhaps his 
attitude towards Christ and His Church 
might be best illustrated by the following 
incident. The lady superintendent of an 
orphanage near Bombay, which Gandhi 
once visited and praised, ventured, upon 
hearing that Gandhi was about to renounce 
all his worldly goods, to write and beg him 
to remember her orphan charges in the 
place he had himself highly commended. 
He wrote back to her that he would far 
rather help the ‘holy cows’ than any Chris- 
tian orphanage!” 





A KPATA MASS MOVEMENT 


The old religion of the Kpata tribe in 
Africa seems to have died out. A sacred 
cave which has been a center of heathen 
worship for hundreds of years is now ut- 
terly neglected, and the path to it is over- 
grown. The descendant of the priest, who 
would normally have carried on the wor- 
ship, is now a Church missionary society 
teacher. The old women, who are gener- 
ally the last stronghold of heathenism, 
have given up their former worship and are 
eager for Christian teaching and love, to 
hear of the resurrection of our Lord and 
the life to come. A feature of the mass 
movement in this district is that the women 
learners outnumber the men. This is a 
hopeful sign, since the women usually lag 
far behind.—C. M. S. Gleaner. 





THROUGH CHINESE EYES 

Much has been heard about the worship 
of the portrait of Dr. Sun Yat-Sen, as 
required by the Chinese government in con- 
nection with official public gatherings and 
the weekly assembly in all registered 
schools. Most missionaries and Chinese 
Christians look upon the ceremony as a 
distinct act of worship in which no Chris- 
tian should participate. A very clear issue 
has arisen in regard to Christian schools, 
which have not been permitted to register 
with the government bureau unless agree- 
ing to conduct this particular memorial 
service every Monday morning, and also 
eliminate all distinctly Christian teaching 
from the curriculum, as well as Bible 
classes and services of worship. Not to be 
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officially registered means that a school has 
no recognized standing, can not have its 
diplomas approved by the government, 
while its graduates find all avenues to 
public office closed against them. 

Some “liberal” Christians, both mission- 
aries and Chinese, have found it convenient 
to be “broad-minded” on the issue, in order 
to keep their institution open and escape 
being suspected as reactionary. By way of 
justification they explain that the so-called 
worship of Dr. Sen is not worship at all, 
but only such respect as Americans pay 
to the memory of heroes like Washington 
or Lincoln. Echoes of this sentiment are

undiscriminating periodicals, or persons 
little acquainted with the actual situation 
in China. 


Enlightened Consciences Speak 


But that kind of reasoning does not sat- 
isfy the minds of the evangelical Chinese 
Christians, who have taken a clear-cut po- 
sition of antagonism to the thing as being 
essentially idolatrous, and have shown a 
willingness to endure handicaps and hard- 
ships, or even worse, rather than violate 
their consciences. As evincing their seri- 
ous state of mind on the subject, the Shang- 
hai Chinese Pastors’ Association recently 
presented a carefully prepared statement 
and appeal to an outstanding group of na- 
tional leaders, suggesting that they in turn 
put the matter before the plenary session 
of the executive committee of the party 
in power, with a view to ameliorating the 
position in which Christians are placed by 
the present official regulations. 

A perusal of this document, embracing 
some 1,000 words in the English transla- 
tion, would surely leave no doubt as to the 
significance of “Sun Yat-Sen worship” in 
the minds of Chinese. While Dr. Sun was 
himself a member of the Christian Church 
and would without doubt have disapproved 
of any such idea of worship, the new “cult” 
has been promulgated by leaders of the new 
nationalism who have sought to cleverly 
capitalize the age-long disposition to 
idolatrous Emperor-worship that has served 
to hold the nation toyether in centuries 
past. 

The Christians in China, including the 
missionaries, are in need of the sympathy 
and prayers of their fellow believers in the 
West, that they may stand steadfast and 
witness a good confession in the dark days 
through which they are passing. 





RAIN AFTER FAMINE 


Rev. Harry G. Briault, of the Evan- 
gelical Union of South America, laboring 
at Patos, Brazil, sends the joyful report 
of refreshing showers, both physical, and 
spiritual. 

“Only those who have dwelt in a dry 
and thirsty land, as this has been for three 
consecutive years, can understand what it 
means to hear the joyful cry on every 
hand, ‘The rains have come! The rains 
have come!’ It is the general topic of 
conversation, and there is: a radiance on 
every face which has not been seen for 
months and months. A complete trans- 
formation of the spirit of the people is 
evident as they prepare themselves to 
tackle the work which the coming of the 
rain makes possible. The roads are filled 
with returning refugees, anxious to get 
back to their farms from which they were 
ousted by the famine. Unable to find 
conveyance, and not wishing to lose any 
unnecessary time—the loss of one rain may 
mean the loss of the crops—they set out 
on foot, without a single cent, to travel dis- 
tances varying from fifty to two hundred 
miles. Many will return to completely 
empty stalls and corrals, for the famine 
has virtually annihilated the livestock. We 
hear of one man who, having lost a large 
number of cattle, his entire fortune, has 
been driven insane. The majority of the 
people, however, in the true spirit of the 
plainsman are returning with the deter- 
mination to begin life over again. 
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Nothing to Plant 


“While we praise the Lord for the com- 
ing of the rain, yet it is not the end of 
the terrible crisis. The opportunity for 
the people to sow their fields has arrived, 
but where shall they procure seed for that 
purpose, and where shall they find food 
necessary for the family to subsist during 
the time of planting and waiting for the 
harvest? Happily we have been able to 
meet, to some extent, the situation as far 
as our Christian believers are concerned. 
We have been able to provide seed which 
the believers have planted, and also erect 
a mission building and so furnish employ- 
ment and sustenance during the time of 
waiting for the harvest. 


Spiritual First Fruits 


“A young colored man recently became 
ill from lack of sufficient food, and after 
being confined to his bed for a month 
passed away. During that month we did 
all we could for him in a medical way, 
and also ministered to him in things of the 
Spirit. He witnessed a good confession, 
exhorting his parents and friends to accept 
the gospel which was the true way of sal- 
vation. On the night before he passed 
from this world some neighbors sent for 
the Romish priest, in order that the dying 


man might confess and receive ‘extreme 
unction.” Upon the arrival of the priest, 
the young man boldly declared himself a 
believer in the Lord Jesus Christ, saying 
that his sins were washed away in the 
blood of Christ, and that he had no need 
to confess to a man. Several believers 
were present and entered into discussion 
with the priest, who, beaten in argument, 
withdrew with some confusion. 

“Three months later the mother also 
passed away, a believer in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Hers was the first Christian fu- 
neral to be accompanied by religious cere- 
monies in this town. The service at the 
house was held in the open air, with a 
large number of people gathered round 
to hear the message. As we approached 
the cemetery, there ahead of us proceeded 
another funeral, accompanied by the priest. 
It entered just before we did, and while 
the priest performed the ceremony for his 
dead, which required about two minutes, 
we waited. Upon the withdrawal of the 
priest we took up our position around the 
grave, sang a Christian hymn so loudly 
that the priest and his company could hear 
it plainly, gave a gospel message, and 
offered prayer. The father of the family 
now also declares himself a believer in the 
Lord Jesus Christ.”

Hence our urgent appeal for one hundred 
missionaries who will be willing to give 
themselves to the one work of teaching the 
youth of this great people to read for 
themselves the wonderful Book. 

“A very striking example of the power 
of the printed Word occurred during the 
past year. A young man who lived near 
Banchi had been instructed in all the rites, 
ceremonies and literature of Moslemism 
and had become a mallam (teacher). 
After having been thus instructed he at- 
tended a government school where he was 
taught to read in the Roman character 
(Moslems teach only in the Arabic char- 
acter). One day there called at his home 
a man who placed in his hands a copy of 
the Hausa New Testament printed in the 
Roman character. This book he began to 
read and ponder, and the more he read the 
more the Spirit revealed to him his error. 
It was not long until he came to visit me, 
and confess he could no longer find truth 
in Mohammedanism. I used no persuasion 
on him whatever, but he soon began attend- 
ing Sunday services in our Hausa church, 
and on the first Sunday in February, last 
year, he stood up and made a public con- 
fession. Facing the congregation he ac- 
knowledged himself to be a poor sinner 
needing salvation, and asked the prayers of 
God’s people. He was the second to make 
like confession that day, and both passed 
from death unto life. 


Forsakes All for Christ 


“This young man at the time of his con- 
version held the position of native magis- 
trate or judge of the town of Jos, a posi- 
tion which brought him a monthly income 
of sixty dollars (a large sum in Nigeria). 
He found his judgeship incompatible with 
his walk with Christ and relinquished his 
office. Formerly he was highly respected 
by all the citizens, and people used to bow 
down as he passed along the street; but 
as soon as he accepted Christ this all 
changed. Now it is often cursing he re- 
ceives instead of honor. He had three 
wives, two of whom he voluntarily put 
away, retaining the one he first married; 
but on the day of his public baptism she 
ran away from him and left him with no 
one but a small boy. But all this he bore 
nobly for his Master’s sake, and on that 
very day stood up in the market place and 
spoke with no uncertain sound of the truth 
as he had found it in Christ Jesus. Dur- 
ing the year we have had some fifty or 
sixty cases here in our Jos church very 
similar to the one I have just described, 
although most of them less prominent than 
he,”

CHRISTIAN SCHOOLS 

There are one million, eighty-five thou- 
sand young people enrolled in the univer- 
sities and colleges of the United States. 
There are four million, eight hundred 
thousand more attending our high schools. 
The vast majority of these young people 
know nothing about the Bible or the facts 
of Christianity. Most of them never 
heard a vital Christian message. The trend 
of modern education is away from the 
faith of Jesus Christ. Almost every one 
of the older universities of America was 
founded by some evangelical denomination 
upon a Christian basis; today the college 
or university to which the sons and daugh- 
ters of Christian parents can be sent, with- 
out having their faith attacked in class- 
rooms and on the campus, is a rare ex- 
ception. Materialism, science based on the 
hypothesis of evolution, behavioristic psy- 
chology, and immorality all combine to 
tear down belief in Christ and the Bible. 

The spiritual decadence among young 
people, resulting from such teaching, is too 
well known to need argument. Even the 
young people who have been brought up in 
Christian homes and trained in Christian 
Sunday Schools are hardly prepared to 
meet the attacks of modern rationalism 
found in many educational centers. The 
educational forces of our land are too 
closely organized and powerful for the 


churches to successfully attack them. So 
far as any one can now see, the only way 
of defense or offense left to Christian 
people, is the establishment and mainten- 
ance of Christian schools——A. N. Hall, in 
Baptist Messenger. 





RE-EMPHASIS OF NEW 
TESTAMENT MISSIONS 


An enthusiastic capacity audience of lay- 
men and clergy heard the Appraisal Re- 
port of the Laymen’s Foreign Missions 
Inquiry assailed because “it places Jesus 
Christ on the same plane with Buddha, 
Mohammed and other religious founders, 
and denies His deity,” at a protest meeting 
in the Calvary Baptist Church, New York 
City on Mar. 20. The meeting was called 
by the Association for the re-emphasis of 
New Testament missions, organized re- 
cently to meet the challenge of the re- 
port. Seventeen hundred men and women 
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did not let a heavy downpour prevent their 
attendance. 

The speakers at the meeting were Rev. 
Robert H. Glover, M.D., F.R.G.S., home 
director in North America for the China 
Inland Mission, and for many years a 
missionary in the Far East; Rev. Otto F. 
3artholow, D.D., pastor of the oldest and 
largest church in Mount Vernon, N. Y., the 
First Methodist, and leader of one of the 
largest men’s Bible classes in the world, 
with 2,400 members; Rev. A. Z. Conrad, 
D.D., pastor of the historic Park Street 
Congregational Church, Boston, and a 
noted author; Philip A. Benson, president 
of the Dime Savings Bank, Brooklyn, 
N. Y.; Rev. John W. Bradbury, D.D., 
pastor of the Wadsworth Avenue Baptist 
Church, New York, and chairman of the 
Association, and Paul H. Graef, secretary.

the children were studying in the public 
school rather than a so-called Bible School, 
for only meager portions of unrelated 
scripture are selected, 98 per cent of the 
time being devoted to music, nature study, 
good citizenship, hero worship of mere 
man; in fact, everything else but the Bible. 

A challenge has been thrown down to 
the Christian Church by one of the great- 
est living Bible teachers of our day, Dr. 
G. Campbell Morgan, who says, in The 
Bible and the Child, “The Church has 
failed to provide comprehensive, consecu- 
tive and complete Bible instruction for its 
children,” and our slogan should be, “Back 
to the Bible—More Bible in Our Sunday 
Schools !” 

The responsibility of those who teach is 
that of making known the Holy Scriptures, 
and that work cannot begin too soon. It 
is not final work, but it is fundamental. 
It cannot compel faith, but it can constrain 
it. All young life today is appealing to the 
Church of God for this wisdom. The 
greatest tragedy of the hour is that in so 
many cases, even on the part of those who 
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are supposed to be doing Christian work, 
this most dynamic work of all is being 
largely neglected, or done in such a man- 
ner as not to produce results. 

On the tomb of Mohammed are carved 
the words, “He teaches for 1,000 years,” 
but we Bible teachers are teaching for 
eternity. It is a most profound responsi- 
bility to be intrusted with the training of 
immortal spirits for the service of God on 
earth and for glory in heaven. The tem- 
poral welfare and the eternal salvation not 
only of our own children, but of future 
generations, may depend upon your faith- 
fulness in the discharge of this duty. The 
reward of all those who faithfully teach 
the Word is found in I Peter 5:4: “And 
when the chief Shepherd shall appear, ye 
shall receive a crown of glory that fadeth 
not away.” 

How do your church and your teachers 
measure up? Are we furnishing our boys 
and girls “comprehensive, consecutive and 
complete Bible instruction”? What does

PREDESTINATION AND PERSONAL 
RESPONSIBILITY

Questions: (1) Has God planned a 
definite time for every person to die? (2) 
Does God know beforehand who is going 
to be saved and who is not? (3) If God 
has purposed to save me, does it matter 
what I do about it? 

Answers: (1) Since there are no “ac- 
cidents” with God, no surprises, no events 
beyond His control, we conclude that God 
has planned each life, yet in so doing He 
has bestowed upon man a limited freedom 
of control over his own life. Hence by 
temperate living and eating and observance 
of the laws of health a person sometimes 
may prolong his life; or by an opposite 
course may shorten it. (2) God’s fore- 
knowledge would include this fact, but such 
foreknowledge does not remove from the 
individual his responsibility in the matter. 
(3) To adopt such a philosophy of life 
would be pure fatalism. Everywhere in 
the Word God places upon man the re- 
sponsibility for his being saved or lost. 
While the gospel is the power of God unto 
salvation, only they are saved who believe 
it. Christ died for all, and whosoever will 
believe the gospel are saved by it (Rom. 
1:16).

remnant (Zech. 14:16; Matt. 25:34, and 
also as you suggest, Rev. 20:3). But all 
the followers of the Beast and the False 
Prophet will be slain (Rev. 19:18-21). 





URIM AND THUMMIN

Question: Can you explain the mean- 
ing of the Urim and Thummin (Exod. 
28 :30) ? 

Answer: Just what they were seems not 
to be fully understood by any one, al- 
though many suggestions have been offered. 
The fact that when here first mentioned 
no explanation concerning them is made, 
might indicate that they were familiar ob- 
jects through the use of which the will of 
God may have been consulted in the past, 
and by which He planned to reveal His 
will in the national emergencies of the 
future. It is significant that henceforth 
they were to be carried in the breastplate 
worn by the high priest and be associated 
with his service as the mediator between 
God and man. 





RETURN OF THE CHURCH 
A. W., Boston, Mass. 

Questions: (1) Does the Church re- 
turn to the earth when the Lord comes to 
execute judgment? (2) Is not the earth 
too wicked for the Church to come back 
to it? (3) During the Millennium will 
the Lord reign upon this earth or in the 
heavenly Jerusalem? 

Answers: (1) In Revelation 4 and 5 
we find the Church in heaven, and after 
the marriage of the Lamb and the Bride, 
which takes place in heaven (Rev. 19:7, 
8), Christ returns with the saints (I Thess. 
3:13), and they shall reign with Him (II 
Tim. 2:11, 12). (2) After the purifying 


judgments which shall sweep over the 
earth, it will be quite a different place to 
dwell in than now. But there is mystery 
here and we should not dogmatize about the 
future reign of the Church with Christ, re- 
membering that our bodies will have been 
made like unto His own glorious, or resur- 
rection, body (Phil. 3:21), and hence will 
not be subject to material conditions. (3) 
The throne of Christ in relation to the 
earth will be in Jerusalem (Isa. 2:2-4; 
Luke 1:32), and Christ will be King over 
all the earth (Zech. 14:9, 16). 





THE TEN VIRGINS

Question: Who are the ten virgins 
(Matt. 25)? 

Answer: Since the marriage of Christ 
and the Church is to be consummated in 
heaven (Rev. 19:7-9), it seems to us that 
the ten virgins represent the earthly 
friends of the Bridegroom who go forth 
to meet Him upon His return. 





VERBAL INSPIRATION

Questions: (1) What is the difference 
between the verbal inspiration of the Bible 
and thought inspiration? (2) Could you 
give me Bible references which prove 
verbal inspiration, and please explain how 
it does not conflict with the various liter- 
ary styles of the different writers? 

Answers: (1) By verbal inspiration we 
mean that inspiration extends to the words. 
According to the thought, or concept, 
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theory the writer was wholly responsible 
for the words he used to express his 
thoughts. (2) For confirmation of the 
verbal theory consult the following pass- 
ages: Numbers 22:38: I Samuel 10:10; 
John 11:49-52: Exodus 4:10-12; II Samuel 
23:1, 2; Jeremiah 1:6-9; Acts 2:4; I 
Corinthians 2:12, 13; Galatians 3:16; 
Hebrews 2:8, 11; 10.15; 12:26, 27; John 
12:49; Acts 28:25. By verbal inspiration 
we do not mean mechanical inspiration. 
Men who spake under the inspiration of the 
Holy Spirit were more than mere 
machines. Verbal inspiration does not mean 
the surrender of individuality, but simply 
that the Holy Spirit so moved upon and 
controlled the writers that they were en- 
abled to chose such words as accurately ex- 
pressed the mind of the Spirit without de- 
stroying the style of writing natural to the 
individual.

Questions: (1) Just what use may we 
make of the book of Ecclesiastes?

Note the re- 
currence of the expression, “under the 
sun.” This is the key to the understanding 
of the book.

Life is a “vanity of van- 
ities.” Not until we come to the last chap- 
ter, and particularly the last two verses, do 
we discover the real solution of life: “Fear 
God and keep his commandments.”

(12:1). If Solomon with all his wealth, 
wisdom and power could not find satisfac- 
tion in life without God, what hope is there 
for those who are less fortunately situ- 
ated? 





UNSCRIPTURAL ATONEMENT 
H. B. A., Syracuse, N. Y. 


Question: Is the following statement of 
the atonement scriptural: “Jesus died as 
a prophet, whose object was to bring 
humanity into the brotherhood of man.” 
This statement was recently made by a pro- 
fessor in the biblical department of a lead- 
ing university as the reason for the atone- 
ment. 


Answer: This is a modernistic view of 
the atonement. Jesus was indeed a prophet, 
but more than a prophet, for He was the 
Saviour. The view involved in this state- 
ment is that Jesus was a perfect man, 
whose ideal character and perfect ethical 
code are all that is needed to produce an 
ideal human society, or brotherhood. But 
such an erroneous view of the atonement 
does not have in it any power to trans- 
form the individual units of this human 
brotherhood. Since such a theory of the 
atonement does away entirely with the 
death of Christ upon the cross as a sacri- 
fice for the sins of the world (John 1:29; 
I John 2:2), it is wholly unscriptural and 
ineffective for the redemption and trans- 
formation of men. 





WAYWARD CHILDREN

Question: My children united with the 
church in their teens, and were faithful 
members. By degrees in recent years 
nearly all have become indifferent, and now 
in middle life they never attend church, 
nor read their Bibles, nor care for spirit- 
ual things, but live good moral lives. My 
prayers are unanswered for them and I am 
discouraged. What is the meaning of Acts 
16:31? 

Answer: Your experience is that of 
many. In our churches are some who are 
indifferent, worldly, and careless. Some 
members are unsaved. Outside attractions 
and material interests divide and divert the 
attention of Christians, and the Church 
itself often has lost its appeal through hav- 
ing no living, compelling, helpful message 
or spiritual activities for its young people. 
Of course your children are to blame for 


their backsliding and present living, but the 
blame is not wholly theirs. As to the 
remedy, we can offer nothing new or novel. 
Nothing but the power of God can change 
men’s hearts and lives. No doubt your 
church itself needs reviving, beginning 
with the pastor and the officials of the 
church. Pray for them, as well as for 
your children. You inquire as to the mean- 
ing of Paul’s words, “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved and 
thy house.” When children are too smal! 
to exercise faith, blessed are they who 
have parents who believe and pray for 
them. When they come to years of under- 
standing the parent may still take courage 
from these words of Paul. Even if the 
children become wayward, the parent 
should not lose faith, but continue to plead 
with the covenant-keeping God. Never for 
one moment waver in your faith nor cease 
to pray. God hears and will answer. Of 
course you must also live consistently with 
your praying. 





CONSISTENT CLAIMS TO DEITY 
W. L. B., Chicago, IIl. 


Question: Accused by the Jews of mak- 
ing Himself the Son of God (John 10:33), 
did Jesus compromise this claim in verses 
34-36? Can the deity of Christ be abso- 
lutely proved from this one passage? Does 
He back down, so to speak, and leave the 
Jews in doubt as to His deity? 

Answer: While the believer might be 
quite willing to accept this single passage 
as sufficient evidence of Christ’s deity, 
would it be wise to expect the same from 
an unbeliever? Since this entire Gospel 
is based upon this fact, why limit the evi- 
dence to a single passage? The author 
himself presents various lines of evidence 
in his Gospel and then appeals to the 
proofs as a whole (20:30, 31). Should we 
do any less? But the eviderice presented in 
the passage under consideration reveals no 
weakening in the claim of Jesus Christ to 
be the Son of God and equal with the 
Father. The words of Jesus were unmis- 
takable: “I and my Father are one” (v. 
30). His enemies understood these words 
as a claim to deity and therefore took up 
stones to stone Him for blasphemy (vv. 
31-33). The reply of Jesus first of all (v. 
34) refers to an Old Testament passage, 
“Ye are gods” (Ps. 82:6). Those so called 
were the judges (v. 1). See also Exodus 
22:28. The reasoning of Jesus was, that if 
they were called gods to whom the word 
of the Lord came, why should the Jews in 
His presence accuse of blasphemy Him, 
whom the Father had sanctified and sent 
into the world, because He said, “I am the 
Son of God”? How inconsistent they were 
to exalt the men of old to whom the word 
of God came, men wholly earthly, and yet 
reject Him who had come forth from God 
in person! Then He added, “If I do not 
the works of my Father, believe me not” 
(v. 37). This appeal to His works was 
followed up immediately by, “that ye may 
know that the Father is in me, and | 
in the Father” (v. 38). That his hearers 
saw in these words an assertion of His 
deity is shown by the fact they there 
sought again to take Him (v. 39). Is it 
not clear from the record that the claims 
of Christ were consistent?

Jesus Asserts His Kingship 
Mark 11:1-33 


Golden Text :—Rejoice greatly, O daugh- 
ter of Zion; shout, O daughter of Jeru- 
salem: behold, thy King cometh unto thee: 
he is just, and having salvation; lowly, 
and riding upon an ass, and upon a colt 
the foal of an ass.—Zechariah 9:9. 


I. Jesus Officially Presented to the 
Jewish Nation as Their King (vv. 1-11). 


It is hardly proper to designate this 
the “triumphal entry” for it was only so in 
outward appearances. The shouts were 
empty and meaningless. It was rather the 
promised Messiah publicly offering Himself 
to the Jewish nation as the King. 

1. The Preparation (vv. 1-6). 

a. Two disciples sent to bring the colt 
(vv. 1-3). 

Jesus told them just where to find it and 
how to answer the owner’s inquiry. The 
provision of this animal was the working 
out of the divine plan according to 
Christ’s foreknowledge. 

b. The obedience of the disciples (vv. 
4-6). 

Without asking for explanation, they 
went at Christ’s bidding. The command 
may have seemed strange and unreasonable, 
but they rendered immediate and explicit 
obedience. 

2. The Entry into Jerusalem (vv. 7-10). 

a. The disciples put their garments upon 
the colt and Jesus sat upon it (v. 7). 

This action showed their recognition of 
Jesus as their Messiah, the King (II 
Kings 9:13). 

b. The action of the multitude (vv. 
8, 9). 

Some spread their garments in the way. 
Others who had no garments to spare cut 
down branches off the trees and strewed 
them in the way which was just as accept- 
able unto Him. This entry was in fulfill- 
ment of a prophecy uttered some five hun- 
dred years before (Zech. 9:9). They ut- 
tered the very cry which the prophet pre- 


fig tree ahead of the leaves. The presence 
of the leaves is assurance of fruit. This 
was an acted parable of Christ’s judgment 
on Israel for pretension to being the chosen 
people without the fruits thereof. It re- 
vealed the spiritual state of the Jews. 

2. The Temple Cleansed (vv. 15-19). 

For the various sacrifices in the Temp‘e, 
many oxen, sheep and doves were needed. 
Many persons came from distant parts of 
the land. It was impracticable for them 
to bring their sacrifices with them. They 
brought money, therefore, and bought the 
animals needed. This privilege was pro- 
vided in the Jewish law (Deut. 14:24-26). 
In such cases exchange was necessary. 
However, when men commercialized such 
a privilege, it became an offense to God. 
It defiled His house. Jesus made a scourge 
of cords and drove out the money changers 
(John 2:15), overthrowing their tables and 
pouring out their money. By this act He 
declared Himself to be the Lord of the 
Temple, and one with God. That which 
God intended to be a house of prayer for 
all nations was thus made a den of thieves. 
This action should be recognized as the 
call of the nation to repentance. The 
scribes and chief priests grasped the mean- 
ing thereof, for they were aroused to mur- 
derous hate. This act was further typical 
of the day when Christ shall come and ex- 
ecute judgment upon all who profane His 
house and service. 


III. Jesus Authority Challenged (vv. 
27-33). 

1. An 
27; 28): 

The chief priests, the scribes, and the 
elders demanded that He show by what 
authority He accepted the honors of the 
Messiah and who gave Him the right to 
cast out the money changers. They sought 
to embarrass Jesus. 

2. Jesus’ Answer (vv. 29, 30). 

He responded to their challenge by a 
question which placed them in a dilemma. 
Since John was His forerunner, the com- 


Embarrassing Question (vv. 


mission of John and Jesus had the same 
source. If John’s commission was from 
heaven, Christ’s commission was from the 
same place. If they had accepted John’s 
message, they would have been ready to 
accept His. They were powerless to de- 
stroy John because the people accepted John 
as having been sent from heaven. 

3. The Reply of the Chief Priests and 
Scribes (vv. 31-33). 

Perceiving the force of the dilemma in 
which they were placed, they cowardly 
confessed that they did not know the source 
of John’s commission. These rulers had 
no affection for Jesus so they rejected His 
message and sought to destroy Him.

Jesus Answers His Adversaries 
Mark 12:13-44 


Golden Text:—The officers answered, 
Never man spake like this man.—John 
7 :46. 

Having put the scribes, chief priests, 
and elders to confusion by a skillful counter 
question when they challenged His author- 
ity, Jesus by means of a little story laid 
before them His claim of divine authority 
and charged them with betrayal of trust 
and plotting to murder the very Son of 
God. His teaching in this parable (vv. 
1-12) cut them to the very quick. They 
sought to lay hands on Him, but desisted 
for fear of the people. 

I. Jesus Silences His Enemies (vv. 
13-34). 

1. The Pharisees and Herodians (vv. 
13-17). 

They already would have gladly taken 
Him by violence and killed Him, but they 
feared the people. In order to get a pre- 
tense to arrest Him they sought to dis- 
credit Him among the people. To this 
end they sent representatives of both fac- 
tions—‘“certain of the Pharisees and the 
Herodians to catch him in his words” 
(vy; 13): 

a. Their question (v. 14). 

“Is it lawful to give tribute to Cesar 
or not?” The Pharisees contended that 
since God was the real King of Israel, it 
was not obligatory, yea even sinful, to pay 
taxes to a heathen king. The Herodians 
were supporters of Herod. They came to 
Him with flattery on their lips with this 
subtle question. For Him to answer “Yes” 
would have discredited Him with the peo- 
ple, and to have said “No” would have 





dicted. This is a clue enabling us to un- 
derstand the prophecies which are unful- 
filled as yet. Since the prediction of the 
first coming was thus literally fulfilled, we 
can be assured that those concerning His 
second coming will likewise have literal 
fulfillment. The prophecy of Zechariah 
14:3-11 will be just as literally fulfilled as 
that of Zechariah 9:9. 

c. The action of Jesus (v. 11). 

Upon entering the Temple He looked 
round upon all things, but as it was even- 
tide, He with the twelve withdrew to 
3ethany. 

II. Jesus Exercising His Kingly Au- 
thority (vv. 12-19). 

1. The Barren Fig Tree Cursed (vv. 
12-14). 

The fig tree is typical of the Jewish 
nation. The fruit normally appears on the 
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made Him liable to arrest by the Roman 
authorities as an enemy of the govern- 
ment. 

b. Jesus’ reply (vv. 15-17). 

He asked for a coin to be brought and 
inquired as to whose image and super- 
scription it bore, declaring that those who 
accept the coin of Caesar should pay taxes 
to Caesar. In this reply Jesus escapes 
their trap and enunciates a principle which 
applies to all time and conditions as to the 
responsibility of Christians to civil gov- 
ernment. Those who accept the protec- 
tion and benefits of civil government should 
support that government. There is no con- 
flict between being a good citizen and a 
Christian. However, being a loyal citizen 
is not enough. There is a duty to God. 
Just as the one who receives the benefits 
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of civil government should support that 
government, so all who are the recipients 
of God’s favors should render unto Him 
that which is His due. 

2. The Sadducees (vv. 18-27). 

The Pharisees and Herodians being 
silenced, the Sadducees came with a ques- 
tion which involved not only immortality 
but the resurrection of the body. The 
Sadducees were the rationalists of their 
day. They denied the reality of the resur- 
rection and believed not in angel or spirit 
(Acts 28:8). 

a. The case proposed (vv. 19-23). 

The law of Moses made it not only 
legal but morally binding in the case of a 
man dying without children for his brother 
to take his wife (Deut. 25:5). They pro- 
posed the case of a woman married suc- 
cessively to seven brothers. They asked 
whose wife she shall be in the resurrection. 
This, doubtless, was a hypothetical case. 

b. Jesus’ reply (vv. 24-26). 

By a quotation from the Mosaic law 
(Exod. 3:6), He proves the resurrection 
of the dead and their continued existence 
beyond death as human beings. His 
thought clearly is the immortal human per- 
sonality clothed with a deathless body. He 
showed that marriage is for the present 
life only—does not belong to the future 
life. Since there will be no deaths after 
the resurrection, there will be no necessity 
for births. In this respect humans will be 
as the angels in the resurrection life. He 
pointed out to them that their gross error 
was due to two things: 

(1) Ignorance of the 
24). 

In the very Scriptures which they pro- 
fessed to believe was positive proof of the 
resurrection (Exod. 3:6). 

(2) Ignorance of the power of God 
(v. 24). 

God is able to provide a life where there 
will be no death, no births or marriages. 
In heaven life will be on a plane far high- 
er than the most blessed relationships of 
this life. Our chief concern is to find 
out what God has written and then believe 
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that He is able to accomplish that which 
He has promised. 

3. The Scribes (vv. 28-34). 

Perceiving that Christ had effectively an- 
swered the Sadducees, one of the scribes 
came with the question as to which was 
the great commandment. Again Christ's 
marvelous insight was shown. He summed 
up man’s whole duty in one word, love— 
“love to God and love to man.” The first 
and great commandment is supreme and 
undivided love to God. The second is like 
unto it in that love is its center; but love 
is for our neighbor in the measure that we 
love ourselves. Love to God is to be 
supreme for He is worthy of all of our 
affections. Love is the actuating power be- 
hind all of our service. This statement 
wrung from the scribe a recognition of 
Christ’s answer. He is commended by 
Christ’s assertion, “Thou art not far from 
the kingdom of God.” 


II. Jesus’ Question (vv. 35-37). 


He now turned upon His adversaries 
with a counter question, thus carrying the 
war into the camp of the enemy. His 
problem was most profound. Its solution 
involves the central problem of Christian 
philosophy, indeed of all rational thinking. 
Christ’s place in the scale of being is the 
foundation truth of all right thinking. 
The supreme question is, “Is Jesus Christ 
man or God, is He God and man?” David 
spoke of the coming Messiah as both his 
Son and God. There is but one answer 
to this question—the incarnation of God 
in Christ. Christ is both human and di- 
vine. The answer of Christ’s question is 
the supreme test of man’s orthodoxy. 


III. Jesus 
(vv. 38-40). 


The attitude of these people toward 
Jesus was not determined by insuperable 
intellectual difficulties, but by their moral 
nature. This is always so. No one has 
ever disbelieved in God and in Jesus Christ 
as the Son of God incarnate because of the 
intellectual difficulties it involves. The 
difficulty has always been the moral state 
of the soul. Their moral state is revealed 
in Christ’s Word concerning them. 

1. They Loved to appear in Official 


Condemns the Scribes 


Garb (v. 38). 

This means they loved ostentation and 
display. 

2. They Loved to Be Saluted in Public 
(v. 38). 


3. They Sought to Occupy Conspicuous 
Positions (v. 39). 

4. They Devoured Widows’ 
(v. 40). 

They lined their pockets at the expense 
of helpless women left alone in the world. 

5. They Offered Hypocritical Prayers 
(v. 40). 


IV. Jesus’ Praise of the Sacrificial 
Giving of the Widow (vv. 41-44). 

This picture is in striking contrast with 
that of the Pharisees and Sadducees. This 
poor woman was doing that which in the 
sight of the world was insignificant, but in 
the sight of the Lord was of great moment. 
These words of Jesus reveal unto us the 
fact that in God’s sight a gift is measured 
by the heart motive and not by its amount. 
The widow’s mite was all that she had, her 
very living. Our gifts are not mites un- 
less they are our entire possessions. 
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May 28 
Jesus and His Friends 
Mark 13:1-14:9 


Golden Text :—Ye are my friends, if ye 
do whatsover I command you.—John 15:14. 

A better title for this lesson would be 
Jesus giving a prophetic outline of events 
in the intervals between His crucifixion 
and His second coming. For the Senior 
and Adult classes it would be better to 
confine the study to Mark. It may be 
found desirable for the Primary, Junior 
and Intermediate classes to confine the 
study to the first nine verses of Mark 14. 
In order to avoid confusion in the study 
of this chapter, let it be clearly borne in 
mind that two matters are presented, the 
destruction of Jerusalem by the Roman 
armies, and the glorious return of the 
Lord. The two are sometimes so closely 
interwoven as to make the threads difficult 
to disentangle. But if we see the coloring 
in the graphic portrayal of the destruction 
of Jerusalem as adumbrating the revelation 
of the Son of God in glory, we shall have 
no serious difficulty. 


I. The Occasion of the Prophecy 
(vv. 1-4). 

As Jesus was passing out of the Temple 
for the last time on His way to the Mount 
of Olives where He gave this discourse, 
the disciples reminded Him of the splendor 
of the building, to which He replied that 
not one stone should be left upon another. 
Later when seated upon the Mount, the dis- 
ciples came privately, according to Mat- 
thew 24:3, with a threefold question re- 
questing further information. 

1. “When Shall These Things Be?” 

2. “What Shall Be the Sign of Thy 
Coming?” 

3. “The End of the Age?” 

That which follows is given in answer 
to these questions. 


II. The Characteristics of the Age 
between the Crucifixion and Christ’s 
Second Coming (vv. 5-23). 


1. The Appearance of Many Deceivers 
(vv. 5, 6). 

Many false Christs have pressed their 
claims as being the Messiah from time to 
time, since Jesus went back to heaven. As 
this age draws to a close we may expect 
these claims to increase. 

2. Wars and Strife among the Nations 
(vv. 7, 8). 

The history of the centuries since 
Christ’s crucifixion is written in blood, and 
the river increases in volume as the age 
moves toward its consummation. Jesus 
warns against making any particular war 
the sign of His coming. Many good people 
have seriously blundered because they did 
not heed this warning. 

3. Earthquakes, Famines and Troubles 
(v. 8). 

Though these calamities grow increas- 
ingly severe as the days lengthen, the in- 
telligent believing disciple is not surprised 
or alarmed, for these are the precursors 
of a new order, the birth-pangs of a new 
age, when the kingdom of Christ shall be 
established on this earth. Let the believer 
in Christ in this time of darkness look up, 
for his redemption draweth nigh (Luke 
21:28). 

4. Dreadful Persecutions (v. 9). 

God’s witnesses shall be delivered up to

councils, and beaten in the synagogues, and 
shall be brought before rulers and kings 
for Christ’s sake as a testimony against 
them. 

5. Universal Evangelism (v. 10). 

The gospel of the kingdom (Matt. 
24:14) shall be preached in all the world 
for a witness. This is not the gospel of 
the grace of God which is now being 
preached, but a new evangelism which 
shall be proclaimed by elect Israelites im- 
mediately preceding the coming of Christ 
to establish His kingdom (Rom. 11:13-15; 
Rev. 7:4-10). 

6. The Universal Hatred of the Believ- 
ing Israelites (vv. 11-13). 

They shall be severely persecuted. Civil 
government shall be against them, and even 
their relatives and near kin shall hate, hunt 
and kill them. Their one duty notwith- 
standing shall be to preach the gospel of 
the kingdom, depending upon the Holy 
Spirit for wisdom and power. For this 
specific duty they are sealed with the seal 
of God in their foreheads (Rev. 7:3). This 
will be the real Pentecost, of which the 
outpouring of the Spirit at the beginning 
of the Church was a type (Joel 2:28-32; 
Acts 2:16). Eternal salvation is promised 
as an encouragement to fidelity (v. 13). 

7. The Great Tribulation (vv. 14-23). 

This is the consummation of the age im- 
mediately preceding the glorious appearing 
of Christ. Out of the missionary efforts 
of converted Israel shall eventuate the un- 
paralleled horrors so glowingly pictured 
here. Daniel’s “abomination of desolation” 
is the Antichrist—“the man of sin” (Dan. 
9:26, 27; 11:36; II Thess. 3:3, 4), who 
will direct this reign of terror. In men’s 
desire for deliverance from this horror, 
they will be easily led astray by the false 
Christs of this time. Happily, by divine 
interposition, these days shall be cut short. 


III. The Glorious Return of the Lord 
(vv. 24-27). 
Jesus’ return is the superlative event, 


the one to which all prophecies have 
pointed and to which all ages are moving 
with unfailing precision. It will usher in 
the golden age, of which the wise and 
great of all ages have dreamed and for 
which they have longed. The coming of 
the Lord will put an end to earth’s sor- 
rows. Wars and strife will end when the 
kingdoms of this world shall become the 
kingdom of our Lord and His Christ (Rev. 
11:15). This event will be accompanied 
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by great physical disturbance, ‘and Jesus 
will gather His elect from the ends of the 
earth. 


IV. Application of the Prophecy 
(vv. 28-37). 

1. Coming Events Cast Their Shadows 
(vv. 28, 29). 

The fig tree is a type of Israel. As the 
putting forth of its leaves prove the ap- 
proach of summer, so these happenings 
show the approach of the closing of the 
age. 

2. The Jewish Race a Proof of This 
Prophecy (v. 30). 

The perpetuity of Israel is the miracle 
of the ages. The continued presence of the 
Jew is the proof of the fulfillment of this 
prophecy. 

3. The Widely-circulated Bible a Second 
Proof (v. 31). 

The unfailing guarantee of this is the 
words of Jesus Christ. His words shall 
abide when heaven and earth have passed. 

4. The Time of Christ’s Coming Is Un- 
known (v. 32). 

In view of this fact it is utter folly 
to set the time of His coming. The Devil 
keeps people from the truth of Christ’s 
coming as long as possible. When he can 
no longer succeed in this, he then tries to 
induce them to set the time. 

5. Proper Behavior of the Christian 
(vv. 33-37). 

In view of Christ’s imminent coming 
watchfulness and prayer should be the 
watchwords of the intelligent believer. 





June 4 
Jesus Faces Betrayal and Denial 
Mark 14:10-72 

Golden Text:—He is despised and re- 
jected of men; a man of sorrows, and ac- 
quainted with grief: and we hid as it were 
our faces from him; he was despised, and 
we esteemed him not.—Isaiah 53:3. 


I. Judas’ Bargain with the Chief 
Priests (vv. 10, 11). 

This black crime was committed imme- 
diately following the beautiful act of devo- 
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tion by Mary (John 12:1). The motive 
actuating Judas was avarice. This awful 
depth of infamy was not reached at a 
bound; but because he did not master his 
besetting sin at the beginning, he was con- 
quered by it. 


Il. The Last Passover (vv. 12-25). 


1. The Preparation (vv. 12-16). 

In reply to the inquiry of the disciples as 
to where they should prepare the Passover 
for Him, Jesus told them to go into the 
city where they would meet a man bearing 
a pitcher of water, whom they should fol- 
low. Into the house to which they would 
be led they would find a guest chamber 
in a large upper room where they should 
make ready the Passover. Jesus not only 
knew that the disciples would meet this 
man, but that Judas had bargained with 
the priests for His betrayal. For this rea- 
son He kept secret the location of the up- 
per room, thus preventing interruption by 
those into whose hands Judas had betrayed 
Him. 

2. The Betrayal Announced (vv. 17-21). 

The betrayal was to be by one of the 
disciples who was eating with Jesus. This 
betrayal had been predicted, though this 
announcement did not interfere with the 
freedom of Judas’ act in the betrayal. It 
was because of this act of treachery being 
freely committed by Judas that Jesus pro- 
nounced upon him the awful doom, “Good 
were it for that man if he had never been 
born.” 

3. The Sacrament of the Bread and 
Cup (vv. 22-25). 

These were symbols of His broken body 
and shed blood by which He made atone- 
ment for man’s sins. This is not only a 
memorial service, but has a forward look 
to the perfected kingdom of God which 
shall be ushered in with the coming of 
Christ (I Cor. 11:26). 


III. Jesus Foretells the Cowardice of 
the Disciples (vv. 26-31). 

In spite of their cowardly turning from 
Him, Jesus assured them that after His 
resurrection He would go before them into 
Galilee. Peter protested against such an 
act of disloyalty by the disciples, and as- 
sured Jesus that though all the rest would 
forsake Him, he would not. Jesus re- 
vealed unto Him how little he knew even 
about his best resolve, telling him that on 
that very night he would deny Him thrice. 
The rest of the disciples said the same 
thing. 


IV. The Agony in Gethsemane (vv. 
32-42). 

1. Jesus Christ’s Suffering (vv. 32-34). 

a. The place (v. 32). 

The Garden of Gethsemane, an enclosure 
containing olive and fig trees, beyond 
Kidron, about three-fourths of a mile from 
Jerusalem. Gethsemane means olive press. 
Edersheim says it means an emblem of 
trial, distress, and agony. Perhaps this 
was owned by a friend of Jesus, thus af- 
fording the Lord a suitable place to retire 
with the disciples. 

b. His companions (v. 33). 

He took with Him the eleven disciples, 
that as far as possible they might share 
His sorrow with Him. Being a real human 
He craved human sympathy. He bade 
them watch with Him. While He knew 
that He must “tread the winepress alone,” 


yet He had a keen appreciation of human 
sympathy. 

c. His great sorrow (v. 34). 

This is the same “cup” as in verse 36. 
It was not primarily the prospect of phys- 
ical suffering that was crushing Him; it 
was His suffering as a sinbearer, the sen- 
sation of His pure soul coming into contact 
with the awful sin and guilt of the world. 
In addition to this there was the judgment 
stroke from the holy God as it fell upon 
His Son instead of the sinner. God caused 
the iniquities of the world to strike upon 
Jesus (II Cor. 5:21; Isa. 53:6). 

2. Jesus Christ Praying (vv. 35-42). 

a. The first prayer (vv. 35-38). 

(1) His posture (v. 35). 

He fell on His face prostrate to the 
ground. This is the becoming posture of 
prayer in times of great need. 

(2) His petition (v. 36). 

By the cup is meant His death on the 
cross. While it was most grievous to en- 
dure the shame of the cross, He pressed 
on, knowing that for this cause He had 
come into the world (John 12:27, 28; cf. 
Heb. 2:14). 

(3) His resignation (v. 36). 

He knew that His death on the cross 
was the will of God the Father, for He 
was the Lamb slain from the foundation of 
the world. 

(4) The disciples rebuked (v. 37). 

He singled out Peter, since he had been 
the most conspicuous in proclaiming his 
loyalty (John 13:38). 

(5) Exhortation to the disciples (v. 
38). 

He said, “Watch and pray lest ye enter 
inte temptation.” The flesh is too weak 
to stand the strain, therefore help from 
above is needed. 

b. The second prayer (vv. 39, 40). 

He withdrew the second time from His 
disciples and uttered the same words in 
prayer. 

c. The third prayer (vv. 41, 42). 

He uttered the same words in His third 
prayer (Matt. 26:44). He now told the 
disciples to sleep on and take their rest 
as the hour had come for His betrayal. 


V. The Betrayal and Arrest of Jesus 
(vv. 43-65). 

1. The Sign to the Mob (vv. 43-47). 

With the basest of hypocrisy Judas 
pointed out Jesus to the mob by a kiss, 
the sign of love. 

2. Jesus Forsaken by All (vv. 48-52). 

One of the disciples attempted to defend 
Jesus by resorting to the sword (Matt. 


26:51). At Jesus’ rebuke for this act the 
disciples all fled. 

VI. Peter Denies the Lord (vv. 
66-72). 


Despite Peter’s love for Jesus, in the 
hour of supreme trial he failed. His fail- 
ure was due to 

1. Boasting Self-confidence (vv. 29-31). 

2. Lack of Watchfulness (v. 37). 

3. Neglect of Prayer (v. 38). 

4. Service in the Energy of the Flesh 
(v. 47). 

5. Following Jesus Afar Off (v. 64). 

6. Seeking Company among the Lord’s 
Enemies (v. 67). 

These steps lead to open denial. His 
backsliding really began when he shrank 
from the cross.

“I verily thought with my- 
self,” says the apostle, “that I ought to do 
many things contrary to the name of Jesus 
of Nazareth.” This text throws light on 
some aspects of Paul’s character. 

1. Paul’s Self-Knowledge. 

His old self was a perpetual memory. 
He always remembered his former sins 
and bigotry. 

2. Paul’s Candor. 

He makes no excuse for himself, even 
though he realizes he acted in ignorance 
and unbelief. 

3. Paul’s Conscientiousness. 

“I ought to do.” Conscience, unin- 
structed, uncultivated, is a force which 
may be wrongly used. Conscience must 
be enlightened, or it may be the most 
tyrannical of all powers. 

This text throws light upon the Chris- 
tian argument. Its organized testimony 
may sometimes be disbelieved, its histori- 
cal appeal lost, its miracles ignored. An 
essential to conversion is a right view of 
one’s self. The most difficult person to 
convince is the ungodly righteous indi- 
vidual. There is no more dangerous posi- 
tion than that of the man whose life, if not 
his prayer, is: “I thank thee that I am not 
as other men are.” Real conviction says: 
“God, be merciful to me, a sinner!”

None. No, all you did was criticize to see 
how much fault you could find with what 
the rest did. You did not sense your own 
sinfulness before God. You did not rec- 
ognize His presence in the midst of the 
two or three gathered together. Your 
thoughts were centered on yourself. Of 
course, the meeting seemed dead; you did 
not expect it to be anything else. To a 
large degree you have the power within 
yourself to cause a dead or a live prayer 
meeting. The meeting was not dead, you 
were !—Exchange.

We are 
finding many who come to listen to the 
musical instruments, hear the Word and 
are saved.”

Elden R. and Mrs. Farrar assisted Mel- 
vin Trotter, Grand Rapids (Mich.)

The building was not seriously 
damaged and was one of the first to re- 
ceive an official approval for the continu- 
ation of public worship. The attendance 
grew nightly until lines of people were 
unable to get in but stood without listen- 
ing. The noticeable feature of the cam- 
paign was the number of men that made 
decision, one seventy-two years of age. 
Helen Randall Keech was the pianist. 
Following this campaign the evangelist 
assisted Pastor McFarlane, of the Cal- 
vary Baptist Church, Whittier, Calif. 


Homer W. Grimes and Carl Fredrick- 
son send the following report of a suc- 
cessful union campaign in Bath, Me.: 
“The meetings were held in the largest 
auditorium in the city. The seating ca- 
pacity had to be enlarged twice, and 
never was adequate to seat the crowds 
that came to hear the gospel. Oldest resi-

Most properly is this new volume described 
as a “summary of the results of modern ex- 
cavation and discovery,” and we might also 
add, a most interesting and comprehensive 
summary. So many and widespread are the 
recent archaeological discoveries, it is neces- 
sary that occasionally just such a work should 
be issued in order that the general reader may 
be better informed of these important finds 
and note their bearing upon the confirmation 
of the Bible. The purpose of the author, who 
is thoroughly qualified for his difficult task, 
is to show how these recent archaeological re- 
sults have confirmed the Scriptures. In doing 
so he has chosen the leading incidents and 
narratives of both the Old and the New Test- 
aments and “tried to show how they have 
been elucidated and corroborated by the in- 
dependent evidence of the monuments and the 
papyri.” Everywhere in the book we find fair 
treatment combined with true scholarship, and 
in the end we concur in the claim of the 
author that the record of human life and 
history of nations as recorded in the Bible are 
confirmed by contemporary monuments and 
writings. “Science, anthropology, philology, 
and archaeology have all thrown light upon 
the historic truth of the Scriptures,” which 
we can trust when they speak to us on mat- 
ters pertaining to the soul.

Elemental Theology, by E. H. Ban- 
croft. 


The substance of this book appeared under 
the title of Christian Theology—‘Systematic 
and Biblical.” It has been rewritten and 
edited by the same author and now appears 
under the title Elementary Theology—Doc- 
trinal and Conservative.” Just why the sub- 
titles should appear is not so clear. In the 
first place, the fact that it is Christian the- 
ology would demand that it be biblical and 
systematic. The subtitle of the revised book 
arouses a similar question, how that a treatise 
on elemental theology could be anything else 
but doctrinal is not easy to understand. 

As to the plan of the book it follows largely 
the order of standard treatises on Systematic 
Theology. It differs from such books in that 
it is not so full of historical and philosophical 
matter. Frequent quotations are made from 
theologians and leaders of Christian thought 
intended to illuminate and enlarge the author’s 
definition. A valuable feature of the book is 
the inductive approach to truth, and the en- 
deavor to state the doctrines in terms of 
Scripture statements. On the whole the book 
will be found helpful for classes in Bible 
schools, and seminaries where elementary 
courses of instruction in theology are desired. 
Criticism can justly be cffered on the treat- 
ment of that most difficult problem of the 
self-emptying of Christ on page 90 of the 
book and also statement on page 122 concern- 
ing a new probation provided through the 
death of Christ. These objectionable features 
show no sign of purposeful introduction. 
They, doubtless, have entered because of the 
limitation of human language to express the 
rounded out truth concerning these matters.

Sons of Sheba, By Stuart Bergsma. 


The above title enriches historical literature 
by a romance of the first century, when Can- 
dace was Queen of Ethiopia. Jan Daraba, 
the hero, sprung from a royal line said to 
date back to the union of Solomon with 
Sheba. He first comes into the picture as 
a high official of the royal army, but is later 
identified as the Ethiopian eunuch of Acts 
8:27-39. On that high plane he commands 
wealth, power, and honor, but these do not 
satisfy, so for years he travels in quest of 
spiritual tranquility, and finds it at last in 
Christ. His adventures are full of intrigue, 
plot and counter-plot, altogether compounding 
a fast-moving story the action of which will 
hold the interest of the reader to the end.

“Rethinking Missions” Examined, by 
Robert E. Speer. 

This is a reprint of an article published 
in the January issue of the Missionary Re- 
view of the World. Among the deluge of 
criticisms provoked by the report of what the 
Sunday School Times dubbed the “Betrayal 
Commission,” Dr. Speer’s analysis is prob- 
ably the most exhaustive. 

Many readers will feel that while Dr. Speer 
has shown a masterly hand in pointing out 
and refuting erroneous assumptions and con- 
clusions, he has been rather too gentle in 
thrusting his lance. The first page is so gen- 
erously courteous toward the promoters of 
the report as to express hearty appreciation 
of the purpose and spirit of the Inquiry. Not 
everyone would care to put it in just that 
way. However, the sum total of the criticism 
is excellent, in that the old landmarks are 
re-emphasized, and tendencies toward de- 
parture from scriptural truth and principles 
rebuked.

A New Short Grammar of the Greek 
Testament, by A. T. Robertson, Th.D., 
D.D 


This ninth edition of Dr. Robertson’s widely 
used Shorter Grammar provides the final link 
in a Robertson-Davis study of the Greek New 
Testament. The student may now begin with 
Davis’ Beginner's Grammar, proceed to the 
volume here under review, and complete his 
studies in Dr. Robertson’s exhaustive Gram- 
mar of the Greek New Testament in the Light 
of Historical Research. The eight previous 
editions have been six books for twenty-three 
years, some of them in Italian, French, Ger- 
man, and Dutch translation. The present edi- 
tion is divided into four parts: I, Introduc- 
tion; II, Accidence; III, Building of Words; 
and IV, Syntax. Only Dr. Robertson could 
put into four brief chapters the concise history 
of Greek and its masters that forms the In- 
troduction. Part II, with the exception of 
paragraphs 301-311, is the work of Dr. Davis. 
Students of his Beginner’s Grammar will find 
a masterly supplement to this volume in this 
section of the book, Part III is very brief; 
but its two chapters illuminate the problem of 
root-stem-affix relation and set forth, in alpha- 
betic order, a list of important “tense-worthy” 
verbs, together with their principal parts. The 
most important section of the book is Part IV. 
Here the student enters upon a preparatory 
schooling in syntax that adequately fits him 
for constant reference use of Dr. Robertson’s 
Historical Greek Grammar. Each item of 
Greek syntax affecting the New Testament is 
treated under its proper heading. An eight 
page bibliography puts the reader in touch 
with the latest, as well as the cream of the 
older, Greek New Testament helps. In addi- 
tion to Greek and English indices to words 
and topics there is an index to the New Testa- 
ment passages treated, especially prepared by 
Rev. C. J. Allen. 

No student of the Greek New Testament 
who has completed his “beginners’ year” can 
afford to be without this book. Professors 
will do well to introduce it as a textbook for 
second year students.
